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CAPE HAITIEN BLOCKADED 


Haitian Rebels Forbid Entry of 
Merchant Vessels. 


Orders from Navy Department at Wash- 
ington to the Gunboat Machias— 
Town of Petit Goave Burned. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Commander 
McCrea’ of the gunboat Machias to-day 
cabled word to the Navy Department that 
a de facto blockade had been established 
by the insurgents at Cape Haitien. The 
following is the text of the dispatch: 

“Your dispatch has been received. Hav- 
ing notified the Haitian Admiral, Killick, 
of determination to protect foreign com- 
merce and telegraph cables and to resist 
bombardment without due notice, he re- 
plies accepting terms, with notice to all 
of foreign Consuls that this port is block- 
aded in accordance with the orders of the 
Cabinet Council established at Gonaives, 
Haiti. Blockade is de facto, and prohibits 
the entrance of merchant vessels. Firmin 
signs proclamation. Moderate force ex- 
pected to arrive Tuesday from Gonaives. 
I ought not to leave my anchorage.” 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Darling 
sent the following reply to Commander Mc- 


Crea: 
“If the-blockade is not effective, Cuban, 


American, and: unprotected, innocent, neu- 
tral vessels should be protected fn their 
international rights. Can send you collier 
from San Juan if necessary.” 

Minister Powell has cabled to the State 
Department from Cape Haitien that the 
Provisional (Vasquez) Government of Haiti 
has notified the United States Legation 
that Gonaives, Port de Paix, Petit Goave, 
and St. Marc provinces are in rebellion. 
The Government troops captured Petit 
Goave after strong resistance, in which 
many lives were lost. Firmin’s troops in 
retreating from the place set fire to and 
destroyed the town. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Aug. 11.—The gun- 
boat Créte-A-Pierrot, which is in the Fir- 
minite service, gave notice yesterday of the 
blockade of Cape Haitien. The foreign 
Consuls here and Commander McCrea of 
the United States gunboat Machias pro- 
tested against this action. Soldiers have 
again gone out from here, and a battle in 
a few days is believed to be inevitable. 

The bad fedsing against foreigners has 

eased. 

wee correspondent of The Associated 
Press visited Petit Goave yesterday and 
found that the town had been entirely 
destroyed, there being nothing left but a 
pile of ruins. About 4,000 persons are 
homeless and are greatly in need of as- 
sistance. The greater number of them 
have sought shelter in the Simmonds fac- 
tories, near the town. The French cruiser 
D’Assas urrived.at Petit Goave yesterday 
with provisions for the sufferers, and re- 
turned to Port-au-Prince with 200 women 
and children and fifteen wounded 
sien. The authorities refused to permit the 
Firminists to leave, fearing that they would 
go to other points to take up arms again. 
Each party accuses the other of having 
sét fire to. Petit Goave, but the general 
belief is that Gen. Chicoye, the Firminist 
commander, resolved to destroy the town 
when he saw that he could not hold it 
against the Fouchardists.

REV. MARTIN CARROLL SINKING. 


It Is Said that the Brooklyn Priest 
Cannot Survive the Night.

Twelve-Year-Old Bride Assaulted by 
Her Husband, a Kentucky Far- 
mer, She Says.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 11.—A suit filed 
in the Circuit Court in Jeffersonville to 
annul the marriage of Wilhelmina MclIn- 
tyre to Willlam McIntyre develops the fact 
that at the time of the wedding, April 2 of 
the present year, the bride was but twelve 
years and one month old. McIntyre is for- 
ty-five years of age, a farmer, and lives 
at Bethlehem, Ind., where his wife’s pa- 
rents, Mr. and Mrs. John Kelly, also live. 

The domestic bliss of this child bride and 
her husband-was of brief duration, for it is 
alleged in the complaint that McIntyre, on 
May 29, assaulted his wife and drove her 
away. In addition to the annulment pro- 
ceedings She asks for $2,500 damages for 
the assault. The action carries with it an 
attachment on McIntyre’s farm and a re- 
straining order. The attachment has gone 
into effect. 

Magistrate English of Bethlehem per- 
formed the marriage. Clerk Carr issued the 
license in compliance with written instruc- 
tions from the girl's parents. 


STANDS BY HIS CAPTAIN. 


Commodore Tyson of the Riverside 
Yacht Club Appears at the Trial 
of His Sailing Master.

GREENWICH, Conn., Aug. 11.—‘If he 
goes to jail, I'll go with him,” said Com- 
modore George G. Tyson of the Riverside 
Yacht Club this morning, when he ap- 
‘peared in Greenwich with his Captain, 
‘Harry A. Limbure;-who had been arrested 
‘on complaint of Harbormaster George W.

A 
demurrer was entered and overruled. The 
prisoner refused to plead, and was fined 
$3 and costs for using abusive language, 
committing a breach of the peace, and be- 
ing intoxicated. The Commodore at once 
had an appeal taken to the higher court, 
and went bond for the prisoner's appear- 
ance.

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ENGINEERS’ DELEGATES 
CONFER WITH MR. SKITT 


Elevated Road Employes’ Demands 
Fully Discussed.

Counter Propositions to be Submitted to 
the Men’s Unions—“ No Important 
Differences,” It Is Announced.

The much-talked-of conference between 
Vice President Skitt of the Manhattan 
Railway Company and the representatives 
of the engineers, motormen, and firemen 
took place yesterday afternoon in the office 
of Mr. Skitt in the Western Union Build? 
ing, Mr. Youngson, Mr. Wilson, and five 
engineers and five firemen—the Griev&nce 
Committee—being present. 

The conference began at 1:30 o’clock and 
lasted until 4 o’clock. It was learned that 
Mr. Youngson did most of the talking for 
the men. He was inclined to be pacific, 
and once or twice was interrupted in his 
argument by. members of the Grievance 
Committee who thought he did not demand 
enough. He had one or two private talks 
with the Grievance Committee, and each 
time resumed his argument with Mr. Skitt. 
When the conference concluded the follow- 
ing typewritten statement was given out: 


Messrs. Youngson and Wilson, accompanied 
ad the members of their committees, met Mr. 
Skitt by appointment at 1:30 to-day. Matters 
in dispute were discussed fully and in a friendly 
spirit, there being no important differences. 

The Manhattan Railway Company made to 
these entlemen certain counter propositions, 
which essrs. Youngson and Wilson will pre- 
sent to their respective brotherhoods for consid- 
eration. 


After this statement was given out the 
committee had some further conversation 
with Mr. Skitt. Both Mr. Skitt and Mr. 
Youngson, the spokesman for the Griev- 
ance Committee, said that the statement 
was made for both sides and that nothing 
further would be given out until the com- 
mittee had seen Mr. Skitt again. Vice 
Chiefs Youngson and Wilson had another 
conference with the Grievance Committee 
in the Broadway Central Hotel after they 
left Mr. Skitt’s office. Before it took 
place Mr. Youngson said: 

“T could not say when the next con- 
ference with Mr. Skitt will take place. 
The Grievance Committee may be able to 
pass on the counter-propositions submitted 
by Mr. Skitt, or it may be necessary to 
place them before the local divisions of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
and the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men. It has been agreed between Mr. 
Skitt and us that nothing will be said of 
these propositions and nothing beyond the 
typewritten statement will be given out 
until we see Mr. Skitt again.” 

Mr. Youngson said that some of the 
things complainefi of certainly called for 
a remedy. On the subject of a possible 
sympathetic strike on the other Gould 
roads he said: . 

“I want you to understand’ that this 
sort of talk is all nonsense. What we are 
looking for now is to obtain a shorter 
workday on the Manhattan Elevated Rail- 
way. We are not looking for trouble. On 
the contrary, we are trying to avoid it.” 

Neither Mr. Youngson nor the members 
of the Grievance Committee were willing 
to. talk yesterday on the hostile attitude of 
the other unions to the engineers,” 

A meeting of the Grievance Committee 
was held late in the afternoon in the Broad- 
way Central Hotel, at which Mr. Youngson 


and Mr. Wilson were present. Nothing was 
given out as to its results. Another meet- 
ing will be held this morning at 9 o'clock. 

Phere was a general belief yesterday that 
the nine hour Semana has not been agreed 
to.

NAVY RECRUITS COMPLAIN. 


Toledo Boy, Now at Newport, Says Sail- 
ors Are Beaten and Poorly Fed.

TOLEDO, Aug. 11.—A few weeks ago 
representatives of the United States Navy 
enlisted several recruits here, among them 
some bright sixteen-year old boys of good 
families, and took them to Newport. To- 
day the father of one of the boys received 
a letter from his son who says the boys 
are cuffed and beaten and that their food 
is poor. 

The bread, he says, is mioldy and sour, 
and the other eatables little better in qual- 
ity and slight in quantity. 

The boy says several of the young men 
have been sent to the hospital because in- 
capacitated for service by ill-treatment at 
the hands of petty officers. He says: ‘‘ No 
one would believe it, the way the boys are 
treated here. Our trainer is a prize fighter 
and Bowery bruiser without a heart."

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BODY FELL DOWN MOUNTAIN. STRIKERS AND DEPUTIES | 


Removal of a Suicide’s Remains from a 
Cave Causes an Unicoked-For 
Happening.

HARTFORD, Conn., Aug. 11.—When Bur- 
ton F. Carrier of Crescent City, Fla., com- 
mitted suicide in Avon,‘he wrote in his 
farewell note to his brother, “‘ make no fuss 
about my body.’’ His idea probably was 
that the body never would be found, for he 
climbed Talcott Mountain, and crawleddnto 
an inner recess of King Philip's Cave there 
before he shot himself. ‘ 

The removal of the body to-day caused 
an unlooked-for occurrence. The searching 
party which found the body yesterday, 
after a six days’ hunt, piloted the under- 
taker’s party there this forenoon. When 
the members reached the high cliff above 
the cave there was the severest rainstorm 
on record in these parts. An Italian was let 
down by a rope in the cave, forty feet 
from the top. Wrapping the body in bur- 
lap he fastened it to the rope. Just as it 
was nearing the top of the cliff the rope 
broke and the body fell straight down the 
side of the mountain, and it took nearly 
the rest of the day to recover it. 

At length the body was placed in a wag- 
on on the mountain road, and it was'taken 
to Avon village and buried without formal 
services. 


BUSY DAY FOR KING EDWARD. 


He Holds a Council, Officiates at an In- 
vestiture, and Receives the Lord 
Mayor — Queen Presents 
War Medals. 


LONDON, Aug. 12.—King Edward held a 
Privy Council yesterday at Buckingham 
Palace, at which the newly gppointed Min- 
isters were sworn in. Later he officiated 
at an investiture of the Victorian Order. 

His Majesty gave an audience in the aft- 
ernoon to Sir Joseph C. Dimsdale, Lord 
Mayor of London, who presented the city’s 
coronation gift, $575,000, toward the King’s 
hospital ‘fund. The gift included more than 
20,000 penny donations from the poorest 
quarters of London. 

Queen Alexandra presented war medals 
yesterday afternoon in the grounds of 
Devonshire House to doctors, nurses, and 
cthers who were in the Imperial Yeomanry 
Hespital Service. The Printe of Wales 
and other royaities accompanied the Queen, 
who was welcomed by the Duke and Duch- 
ess of Devonshire, Lord Roberts, the Com- 
mander in Chief; Lord Kitchener, the new 
Lord Cheylesmore, and others. 

Her Majesty was conducted to a stand, 
where, under a canopy of blue and yellow 
silk, she handed the medals to the recipi- 
ents, who made up a motley crowd, some 
dressed in khaki, some in policemen’s and 
firemen's uniforms, and others in frock 
coats. All kinds of civilian attire were 
worn, those receiving the medals having 
returned to the posts they filled before 
they volunteered for the war. 


WATER POWER CO.’S OFFICERS. 


Five New York Men Elected at Meeting 
of a Corporation in Knoxville, Tenn.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 11.—At a 
meeting of the Directors and stockholders 
of the Knoxville Water Power Company 
held here to-day the following New York 
men were elected:

F. G. Thompson, Directors. Messrs. Treat, 
Reed, and Fay were present. 

The other members of the company are: 
Vice President—John T. Wilder; Directors— 
R. W. Austin and Luther M, Parker. The 
company has been incorporated for $1,000,- 
000, entirely composed of Eastern capital, 
for the purposes of damming the Little 
Tennessee River thirty miles above Knox- 
ville to generate energy for an immense 
electric power plant to supply lighting and 
motive electricity to entire East Tennessee. 

The project will now be pushed to comple- 
tion as fast as possible, the meeting to-day 
resulting in that decision after a report 
submitted by Col. Johnathan Bogart was 
read approving the scheme.

HAVE A LIVELY BATTLE 


Scores of Shots Exchanged in a 
; Mining Village. 


Guards at the Colliery Driven to Cover 
by a Volley Return the Fire and 
Silence the Attack. 


SCRANTON, Penn., Aug. 11.—A lively 
battle occurred to-night between deputies 
and strikers at Throop, an isqlated mining 
village, six miles north of here. Scores 
of shots were exchanged, but as far as is 
known no one was hit. 

The one colliery in the village is operated 
by the Pancoast Coal Company, a branch 
of the Ontario and Western Coal Depart- 
ment. Last Tuesday the washery was 
started under the protection of armed dep- 
uties. There has been some stone throw- 
ing at the deputies, and clubbing of work- 
men, and on several occasions the deputies 
discharged their guns to frighten away the 
boys who pelted the washery with sling- 
shots. 

To-day the four deputies guarding the 
colliery located on the river bank were 
driven to cover by a volley of shots from 
the opposite shore. 
and silenced the attack. To-night, when 
darkness fell the attack on the pump 
house was renewed. The company antici- 
pated it, and had a big force of deputies on 
hand. For an hour bullets flew thick and 
fast. The attacking party seemed to con- 
centrate its fire on the pump house, for 
it was fairly riddled with bullets. The 
deputies shot into the bushes on the oppo- 
site shore, only a hundred feet away, mak- 
ing a target of the spot where the flashes 
of the assailants’ guns were seen. 

The strikers evidently quit because of 
their ammunition being exhausted, and 
this put an end to hostilities. 

Several houses in the village were struck 


by bullets from the deputies’ rifles. Sheriff 
Schadt went to the scene, but On account 
of darkness was unable to do anything. He 
will take steps to-morrow, he says, to pre- 
vent a repetition. 


DEPREDATIONS BY STRIKERS. 


Complaints Received that Idle Miners 
Are Robbing Farmers in Pennsyl- 
vania—Troops May Stop 
Foraging. 


SHENANDOAH, Penn., Aug. 11.—Com- 
plaint was made to Brigade Headquarters 
to-day that strikers are foraging in the 
rich agricultural district of the Catawissa 
Valley. The life of one farmer has been 
threatened because he attempted to protect 
his property, and the raids have reached 
such serious proportion that the farmers 
are preparing to take some concerted ac- 
tion to stop further depredation. 

The complaints reached headquarters this 
afternoon, and it is not unlikely thgt caval- 
ry will be sent into the district to-morrow 
for the purpose of stopping the raids. If 
the cavalry is sent there it is probable that 
a platoon of the troopers will be left in the 
valley to patrol the farms day and night. 

The farmers are drawing up a petition 
asking for protection. It will be sent to 
the Sheriff if Gen. Gobin decides not to 
send troops 

Lucien Munbeck, a farmer, reported that 
for some time past raids have been made 
on his place. Early this morning he caught 
a man tearing out whole stacks of corn. 
He ordered the man off the place, and as 
he was leaving the intruder fired two shédts 
at the farmer. 

The soldiers in camp are daily feeding 
several hundred women and children. They 
come there saying they are hungry, and 
as there is more than enough food in the 
camp to-supply the wants of the men the 
officers permit the soldiers to give some- 
thing to the needy applicants. The number 
that came last week was small, but it is 
increasing every day. Some of the wo- 
men and all of the children come to the 
camp in their bare feet. Many of them 
bring baskets to carry the food home. It 
is a common sight to see some of the wo- 
men and children take scraps from the 
leavings of the soldiers. It was stated a 
number belonged to the English-speaking 
classes,

tain the local unions are well able at this 
time to take care of all cases of distress. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., Aug. 11.—The 
big coal companies in ‘the Wyoming region 
did not make an attempt to start up any 
of their colleries to-day. At the Mount 
Lookout colliery of the Temple Coal and 
Iron Company, at Wyoming, some coal was 
being run through the breaker. The coal is 
not shipped to market, but is used by the 
company. 


‘STRIKERS’ INJUNCTION STANDS. 


Supreme Court Justice Upholds the One 
Restraining Bridge Company Em- 
ployes from Unlawful 
Interference. 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Aug. 11.—Justice 
Lyon of the Supreme Court to-day handed 
down a decision denying an application of 
sixty-six defendants to vacate or modify 
the injunction granted early in July by 
Justice Walter Lloyd Smith, restraining 
the striking employes of the Empire Bridge 
Company of Elmira, from using any un- 
lawful means to persuade non-union men 
to stop work. 

The decision, in part, says: 

“An employe has the right to determine 
for whom he will work and for whom he 
will not work. Whatever one man may 
lawfully do by himself does not become 
unlawful merely by reason of several per- 
sons joining in the act. Employes have a 
legal right tu strike, provided they do so 
in peaceable and orderly manner. * * * 

“The employes of the plaintiff have pre- 
cisely the same rights as the striking em- 
ployes whose places they have taken—that 
is, they have the right to say for whom 
they will work and for whom they will not 
work. ’ 

‘‘An employer of labor has a correlative 
right—that is, he has the right to say 
whom he will employ and whom he #ill 


nét employ, and, having exercised that 
right, he has a legal right, so long as he 
does so in a lawful manner, to conduct his 
own business in his own way, without un- 
lawful interference therewith. 

“The right of the employe to select his 
employer and the right of.the employer to 
select his employe is essential to the lib- 
erty of the individual. 

“Striking employes have the legal right 
by argument and personal appeal peacea- 
bly to endeavor to induee other persons not

BROADWAY CAR BURNED. 


Afire, It Was Pushed from Houston 
Street to Twenty-third Street, 
Where It Stopped. 


A Broadway car afire last night was 
pushed from Houston Street to.

Although his, mind was quite clear, he | 
was advised early this year that it would 
be extremely unwise and dangerous for him 
to take up his court duties again. The 
proper thing for him to do, his doctor said, 
was to retire, as he had a perfect right to 
do, having reached the age of possible re- 
tirement and having also served consider- 
ably more than the term of years which en- 
titles a Justice to retire, regardless of his 
age. To the advice of the physician Jus- 
tice Gray's wife joined by entreaties. She 
constantly urged her distinguished hus- 
band to give up his judicial work and pass | 
the remainder of his days in ease. . 

For a long time the Justice resisted his 
physician’s advice and his wife’s ‘appeal. 
He hoped to gain such an amount of;

JUSTICE HOLMES’S CAREER. 


Soldicr, Scholar, Legal Writer, and 
Scientist, He Has Been on the 
Bench for Twenty Years. 
Special to The New York Times. 


BOSTON, Aug. 11.—Twenty years agoGow 
Long appointed Oliver Wendell Holmes, Jr., 
to be an Associate Justice of the Suprems 
Judicial Court. In 1898 Gov. Wolcott 
appointed him Chief Justice. Previous to 
his origina: appointment he had been a 
practicing attorney of distinction in Bos- 
ton, a soldier, scholar, legal writer, and 
scientist. He was born in Boston on March 
8, 1841, so he is sixty-one years of age. 

In early life he was equipped with the 
best advantages education and réfined so- 
cial environment could give. He had hard- 
ly been awarded his degree at Harvard, in. 
1861, when he enlisted in the Twentieth 
Massachusetts Regiment. When he wag 
weunded, at Antietam, Sept. 17, 1862, he 
was a Captain in his regiment, having 
been promoted for gallantry. When he 
Was mustered out he was a Brevet Lieu- 
tenant Colcnel. 

Returning from the war, Col. Holmes 
took up the study of the law, and soon 
after was admitted to the bar. He edited 
the twelfth edition of “ Kent’s Commen- 
tarles,’’ since recognized as the standard 
edition of the famous work. His Alma 
Mater has showered many honors upon 
him, and in 1886 Yale conferred upon him 
the Degree of LL. D. 

Possessed of strong powers for diag- 
nosis and analysis, his studies have been 
wide and varied and he is in the broadest 
> 
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sense a scholar. He has not adopted the 
easy course of following legal rules, merely 
because they exist’as such without first 
tracing out their history and origin and 
their relation to the matter in hand. His 
opinions, which run through the last forty- 
five volumes of the Massachusetts Reports 
are expressed in a fine literary style pe- 
cullarly his own, and they occasionally 
sparkle with wit. 

He has generally reasoned and explained 
the law of the case in hand, citing sucir 
cases as may have had relation to it, with- 
cut copying in a wholesale manner general 
rules. His opinions are almost always 
brief, and they are prepared generally with 
celerity. He does not hesitate to make a 
precedent when he has none to follow, and 
labor men have had occasion more than 
once to praise him for his decisions in 
cases involving their interests. He thinks 
that workingmen may combine for getting 
the most they can for their labor, just as 
capital may combine with a view of getting 
the greatest possible return. 

“It must,” he says, “ be true that when 
combined they have the same liberty that 
combined capital has to support their in- 
terests by arguments, persuasion, and the 
bestowal or refusal of those advantages 
which they otherwise lawfully control, so 
long as they do no violence or threaten no 


violence.”

JUSTICE GRAY’S SERVICES. 


He Had Been a Member of the United 
States Supreme Court for 
Twenty Years. 


Surreme Court Justice Horace yray was 
nominated to the position which he has 
just resigned in 1882, at which time he was 
already eminent as a jurist. 

He was born in Boston in 1828, and was 
graduated from Harvard University in 
1845 at the age of sixteen years, having 
éntered at the age of twelve. Ever since 
he has maintained this relative intellectual 


precocity. 

After his graduation Mr. 
Europe and traveled extensively, 
among other interesting experiences was 
presented at the Court of King Louis Phil- 
ippe. Upon his return the young man took 
@ course in the Harvard Law School, and 
was admitted to the bar in 1851. 

Early in 1854 he was appointed reporter 
ef decisions of the highest court of Mas- 
sachusetts, the Supreme Judicial, and in 
this service remained seven years. On 
Aug. 23, 1864, he Was appointed Associate 
Justice of the court, and by a gradually at- 
tained seniority, he became Chief Justice 
in 1878, to which position he was appointed 
by Gov. Washburn. In this station he 
gained a reputation of the first rank as 
a jurist and in certain departments of 


jurisprudence. 

In 1848 and subsequently Mr.

to attend to his judicial duties. 

Justice Gray has always been independ- 
ent in his views and held unswervingly, no 
matter against what opposition, to his be- 
liefs of what was right on the bench.

partment shall never exercise the execu- 
tive and judicial powers, or either of them;

Before New York Chautauqua.

After reviewing the conflict of views as to 
the acquisition of territory from the found- 
ing of the Government down to the present 
time, he said: 

“I want to impress this, that the prob- 
lems of our powers in the Philippines in- 
volve thé very principles that we thought 
were setticd in 1860—that the Constitution 
reaches out from the States and covers 
each person in every land under the sov- 
ereignty of the United States. It's the same 
battle we have fought over again with the 
same decision. The problem, in the opinion 

| of all intelligent people, is now eliminated 
from our politics: 

“When I was asked to come to Chautau- 

qua, the aim was that I should present the 
problem from the viewpoint of the Admin- 
istration, perhaps as opposed to that of Dr. 
Schurman, and I expected my time to be 
occupied with replying to his criticisms, re- 
inforced as they were by better opportunt- 
for observing the conditions in the 
archipelago than I have enjoyed. However, 
I am happy to say that while I have stood 
still in my position upon the question, that 
gentleman has reached that viewpoint 
where no word that he uttered on the plat- 
form fails of my most hearty indorsement. 

“If he has ever had any idea except that 
the Government was to deal fairly and 
justly by its insular wards, events have ev- 
idently brought to him a full appreciation 
of the high purposes of his country, and in 
this day when all of us are feeling proud of 
the marvelous martial greatness of our 

| country, we should as well feel proud and 
thankful that no act has been done by the 
Administration with reference to the Phil- 
ippines that brings any discredit to our 
people,”’ 

Perhaps the most striking portion of the 
address was that which referred to the co- 
related problem of the disposition of Cuba. 

“In the declaration of war was inserted 
a few words which ought never to have 


been there, and I both spoke and voted 
against them repeatedly. This declaration, 
known as the Teller resolution, declared 
that our purpose in the war was not ag- 
grandizement, and that we did not want 
any territory. I did, and I had Cuba in 
mind. I believed then and believe now that 
she is too near and presents too great pos- 
sibilities of trouble to permit her to wan- 
der away from us in any way. We ought 
then to have taken her on fair terms and 
planted our flag there to stay. 

“But the declaration went in, and we 
have done with Cuba just as we said we 
would do. The farmer who plants the seed 
is not primarily responsible for the crops, 
and so we who have planted a republic in 
Cuba and watered it with our prayers and 
our blood, are not responsible for its re- 
alization. If it does succeed it will be the 
first republic ever thus established. 

*“*T hope the Cuban republic will flourish, 
but if she ever reaches out a hand for help 
I would step out into the water, if need 
be, and take her in.” 


EX-OFFICER OF ARMY ON CUBA. 


Business Interests for Annexation with 
This Country, but Politicians 
Against, Says T. L. Huston.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Ex-Capt. T. L, 
Huston, who as an officer in the Engineer 
Corps had charge of the municipal buildings 
and improvements in Havana during the 
American occupation, passed through 
Washington last ‘night on his way to the 
Cuban capital. 

Capt. Huston resigned his post in the 
army a year ago to represent American 
manufacturing interests on the island. In 
discussing the Cuban situation last night 
the Captain said: 

‘““When I left Havana on the 19th of 
last month the whole island was discussing 
the advantages and disadvantages of an- 
nexation. The business interests in Cuba 


are arrayed solidly in favor of union with 
this country, and it is the politicians who 
oppose it. Naturally so, for if such a thing 
should come to pass they would all be out 
of a job. The me id of the moneyed in- 
terests of the island is in the hands of 
the Spaniards, and, while they would glad- 
ly see Cuba under the American flag, they 
are afraid to voice their opinions openly, 
fearing it would precipitate an uprising on 
the part of the lawless element.” 

Capt. Huston said there was great dis- 
tress in the island, and that it was increas- 
ing daily among the laboring classes. 
Many of the laboring people will soon be 
without work, it was declared, because of 
the determination on the part of many of 
the planters to “ shut down” this Fail. 

‘**You can see what this means to the 
laboring element,’’ continued the Captain, 
‘“‘and it means further, in my opinion, a 
hurrying of the inevitable crisis, and I 
firmly believe that in six months the Cu- 
ban people will arrive at that point where 
there will be a demand for annexation to 
this country.” 

As a sanitary expert Capt. Huston blamed 
the American authorities for not complet- 
ing the extensive sewerage plan they had 
mapped out for the City of Havana. He 
said their failure to do this would in time 
menace the Southern ports of the United 
States. 

Capt. Huston could not see how the Cu- 
ban people could float the contemplated 
loan of £35.000.000 under the Platt amend- 
ment. He said that, desperate from the 
failure of reciprocity with this country, 
Cuba tried to make similar arrangements 
with England, but that Government stood 


aloof. 
BOY’S MYSTERIOUS MISHAP. 


Seven-Year-Old Bernard Bergman, Who 
Disappeared from School Concert, 
Found Severely Wounded.

Bernard Bergman, a _ seven-year-old 
schoolboy, living at 85 Madison Street, who 
has been missing since Saturday night, 
was found yesterday sitting on the steps 
leading to the fourth floor of Public School 
No. 1, at Henry and Catharine Streets. His 
head and clothing were covered with blood 
from a severe scalp wound. The boy was 
taken to his home and will later be re- 
moved to the Beth-Israel Hospital. 

Bergman lives with his parents. On Sat-

schoolhouse, which has a roof garden, to 
listen to a band cancert. Bernard was 
missed shortly after. Simon made a search 
of the schoolhouse, but could not find his 
brother. A search of the neighborhood was 
made, and the — of the Oak Street Sta- 
tion were notified. 

On Sunday the boy’s father and mother 
went to the school, and, accompanied by 
the assistant janitor, Thomas Olsen, made 
a search of the school, but, according to 
the Bergmans, Olsen refused to let them 
go into the cellar. Yesterday morning at 8 
o'clock a janitor’s helper, Oscar Van ndt, 
was going to the fourth floor, when he 
found young Bergman sitting on the steps. 
He appeared to be asleep. His head and 
clothing were covered with blood, but there 
was none on the steps. The boy appeared 
to be conscious, but+could give no account 
of himself. 

Some friends of young Bergman say he 
was found by another boy named Charles 
Levy, fourteen years old, of 125 Forsyth 
Street, who was going to attend the class 
in carpenter work, which is in session fre 
9 to 12 o'clock. E. H. Terwilliger ,the jani. 
tor of the school, who lives at 1 enry 
Street, says there is no truth in the report 
that Levy found young Bergman. He said 
Bergman could not have gotten into the 
cellar, because it is always Tochen. 

Bergman lives in the srocmmet command- 
ed by Capt. Cottrell of the Madison Street 
Station. As soon as he learned of the find- 
ing of the boy he sent Detective Monahan

$50,000,000 LEAD MERGER. 


it Will Include Most of the Large White 
Lead Plants East of the 
Mississippi. 


ST. LOUIS, Aug. 11.—The Lead and Zine 
News to-day says: “What will be the 
greatest land combination in this country 
is now nearing its consummation. While 
its promoters are more than ordinarily 
reticent, it is definitely known that the 
scope of the merger will include most of 
the large white lead plants east of the 
Mississippi River, the principal pipe and 
sheet lead plants, a number of shot ,tow- 
ers, and companies manufacturing products 
in which lead forms one of the chief com- 
ponents. 

‘Included in the merger will be the 
Union Lead and Oil Company, which was 
organized last year by the Ryan-Whitney 
coterie of capitalists with a capital of $10,- 
000,000, and which controls the Bailey 
process of manufacturing white lead. 
Overtures made to induce the National 
Lead Company to join the merger are said 
to be favorably looked upon by a portion 
of the Directorate. 

** Behind the merger are the Ryan-Whit- 
ney syndicate and the American Smelting 
and Refining Company interests. Options 
have been secured on a number of corrod- 
ing plants of the country, notably the 
Chadwick Company of Boston and the 
Raymond Company of Chicago. If the 


merger shall be completed successfully, it 
will control the lead manufacturing inter- 
ests of the country, and, indirectly through 
its alliances, the pig lead markets. 

“The plans of the promoters favor a 
corporation with a capitalization of not 
less than $50,000,000. The papers probably 
will be filed in New Jersey during the 
next six days, although definite announce- 
ment of the status of the merger is looked 
for before the expiration of that time. 

‘‘The lead-producing properties in South- 
eastern Missouri, Colorado, and the Coeur 
d'Alenes will not be included in this 
merger, but will be the basis of a second 
corporation, with a capitalization of not 
less than $25,000,000, to be consummated 
after the manufacturing merger shal] have 
been effected."’ 


TALE OF A WAYWARD LEG. 


How It Strayed Out of a Sleeping Car

J. G. Affleck, Treasurer of the Eighth and 
Ninth Avenue Roads, whose home is at 
Yonkers, and Robert D. I. May, a banker at 
760 Broadway, were arraigned before Mag- 
istrate Pool, in the Yorkville Court, yester- 
day on counter charges of assault.

He Commits Many Depredations 
in Up-Town Districts. 


‘Coroner Berry’s House Robbed—tntru- 
der Discovered in One Residence 
and Chased by Women. 


The police of the Tremont and Bronx 
stations are after a shoeless burglar—at 
least he was shoeless when he was last 
sepn, and the officers of the law have his 
shoes, an ancient and battered pair left at 
one of his houses of call. The owner of 
the captured brogans has been committing 
extensive depredations in the upper regions 
of the city, frightening women and carry- 
ing\off valuables to the tune ,of several 
hundreds of dollars.

TALKS ON AMERICAN RAILWAYS 


General Passenger Agent of the New 
York Central Delivers an Address 
at Chautauqua. 
CHAUTAUQUA, N. Y., Aug. 11.—George 


H. Daniels, General Passenger Agent of 
the New York Central Railroad, delivered 


‘an address to-day before the Chautauqua 


Assembly on “ American Railroads and Our 
Commercial Development.” 

Mr. Daniels began by saying) that trans- 
portation underlies material prosperity in 
every department of commerce. He quoted 
figures showing how the export of Amert- 
can-built locomotives to foreign countries 
had grown, and sald that the United 
States’s railway equipment generally has 
commanded admiration and is being imi- 
tated by many sister nations. 

In this connection he said that during 
the past ten years the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works have sent to Japan 255 locomotives; 
to China, 31; Russia, 379; England, 72, and 
to other countries, 1,653. The Rogers Loco- 
motive Works have built 584 locomotives 
for foreign countries, including Canada, 
Mexico, South America, Panama, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, Jamaica, Spain, Australia, New 
Zealand, Japan, and China. The American 
Locomotive Company has built locomotives 
for foreign countries as follows: 265 for 
Japan, 17 for England, 7 for China, 51 for 
Russia, and several hundred for the British 
Colonies, Mexico, and Central and South 
America. ‘ 

Railroad mileage has steadily grown until 
now we have 200,000 miles of steam railway 
in the United States. These railroads em- 
ploy over 1,000,000 men, whose wages 
amount to over §600,000,000 annually. Their 
capital is over $12,000,000,000, and their 
earnings last year exceeded $1,500,000,000. 
They carried more than 600,000,000 passen- 
gers last year, and 1,100,000,000 tons of 
freight. 

Among other things Mr. Daniels touched 
upon was the great development of the 
States east of the Missouri River, by the 
construction of railways through that sec- 
tion of the country. Interesting details of 
grain shipments from the different States 
in this area were given. 

He related the performance of the Ore- 
gon, which during the Spanish-American 
war “steamed a distance of more than 
half round the globe without loosening a 
bolt or starting a rivet,’ as one incident 
that startled the entire world, and directed 
the attention of thinking people every- 
where to American achievements in ma- 
chinery. Continuing he sald: 

“The greatest number of new boats reg- 
istered as operating on the canals in a 
single year was in 1862, when there were 
850 new boats; in the year 1807 there were 
only 16 new boats registered. What has 


caused the abandonment of several canals 
in the State of New York, and the ene 4 
decline in the commerce passing throug 


the Erie Canal? 

‘A cause for this is the great reduction 
in the rates of freight by the railroads in 
the United States, and notably in the 
State of New York.” 


NEW FREIGHT LINE. 


One Will Be Established Between New 
York and Pittsburg by Sept. 1. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 11.—The reported 
establishment of a new freight line between 
this city and New York and Pittsburg was 
confirmed ,to-day at the Reading terminal, 
where it was stated that on Sept. i the 
new line would be put in operatiof over the 
Jersey Central. The Reading, the Beech 
Creek, and ‘the Buffalo, Rochester and 
Pittsburg Railroads’ freight from New 
York will go over the Jersey Central to 
Tamaqua, and thence over the Reading 
lines to Newberry Junction, where it will 
be turned over to the Beech Creek. That 
company in turn will transfer to the Buf- 
falo, Rochester and Pittsburg at Clearfield, 
and it will pass over that line and the 
Pittsburg and Western to Pittsburg. 
Freight from Philadelphia will go direct to 
Newberry Junction over the Reading lines, 
and thence over the same course as the 
New York freight. 

The establishment of this service is large- 
ly due to the efforts of President Yates of 
the Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg and 


to the completion of its new west branch 
valley line by the New_York Central, 
whereby the Beech Creek Road is given ad- 
ditfonal facilities in the handling of freight.

BIG RAILWAY IMPROVEMENTS. 


Great Northern and Northern Pacific to 
Spend $3,000,000 Between Tacoma, 
Seattle, and Everett.

TACOMA, Washington, Aug. 11.—Presi- 
dent Hill of the Great Northern Railway 
and President Mellen of the Northern Pa- 
cific Railway spent yesterday afternoon in 
Tacoma inspecting the terminal facilities 
of the Northern Pacific. Mr. Hill had not 
been here for several years. 

It was announced that terminal improve- 
ments, exceeding $3,000,000 in cost, will be 
provided between Tacoma, Seattle, and Ev- 
erett as speedily as possible. These will in- 
clude double tracks from Tacoma to Seattle 
by the Northern Pacific and from Seattle 
to Everett by the Great Northern, a total 
distance of seventy miles. Both roads will 
use these facilities. 

The Northern Pacific has purchased a 
large tract of land near the centre of “Ta- 
coma, and ‘will rearrange its tracks, do- 


ing away with the present grade crossings 
and passing under Pacific Avenue toward 
Portland by a new tunnel. New stations 
will be built at Tacoma and Seattle. 

A tunnel will also be bored under a por- 
tion of Seattle to rnit the quick move- 
ment of trains on the through line between 
Tacoma and Everett. 


GUSTAV SCHWAB’S TRIP. 


He Says Lake Steamer Schedules Are 
Not Adhered To. 


Gystav Schwab, New York agent of the 
North German Lloyd Steamship Company, 
returned yesterday from a tour in the 
West, in the course of which he took in 
the lake trip from Buffalo to Chicago, via 
Mackinaw Island, on J. J. Hill’s big steam- 
ship, the Northland. 

“That lake trip is certainly fine,” said 
Mr. Schwab, “‘ but it is disgraceful the way 
they disregard their schedule. They adver- 
tise a schedule for reaching certain points, 
and many of the passengers who depend 
on making railroad connections at various 
places along the lakes were sadly put out 
by the failure of the boat to keep up to her 
advertised time.

Rain which started about 
4 o'clock, and continued unceasingly until 
about 9, and which amounted almost to a 
cloudburst, flooded the entire country. 
Where the wash-out occurred is a low 
meadow. To the east are two hills, and 
down the valley between these there ran 
an immense torrent of water over the 
tracks and into Swamp River at the oppo- 
site side. The tracks were submerged for 
a distance of about twenty rods. Two cul- 
verts were incapable of carrying off the 
water, and the grade was washed between 
them. A milk train and a mail train passed 
over the ‘section an hour before the acci- 
dent. 

Irving Hurd, a farmer whose field was 
in the inundated section, was at the track 
trying to open the northerly culvert. He 
endeavored to flag the express, but the 
engineer did not-seé him. The engine, a 
mail \car, and a combination car passed 
over safely, but the entire roadbed then 
slipped and the four passenger coaches 
were hurled into the ditch. One, the sec- 
ond from the rear, toppled over onto its 
side in about three feet of water. In this 
car were about fifty persons, the majority 
commuters, en route to the city. Jay Hurd, 
son of Irving Hurd, drove to Pawling and 
notified Dr. Henry Pearce, who attended 
the injured in the cars remaining on the 
track. 

Dr. Pearce said that in the car that top- 
pled over were many women and two 
babies, and their escape was almost mirac- 
ulous. One nurse, with a four-monoths-old 
babe in her arms was hurled across 
almost the entire length of the car, and 
neither was hurt. The other baby was 


icked up twenty feet from its mother. It 
ad suffered a slight scratch on its fore- 
head. Division Superintendent Miles Bron- 
son of White Plains supervised the repair 
work. The first through train passed over 
the destroyed section seven hours after 
the accident.

NEW YORK YACHTS RACE 


Eastern Yacht Club Gives Regatta 
for Visiting Yachtsmen. 


MASSACHUSETTS BAY COURSE 


Rainbow Won in the Race for the Big 
Sloops—All Kinds of Weather 
for the Racers. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SALEM, Mass., Aug. 11.—In spite of the 
variegated weather, ranging from a dead 
calm to a white squall and including sun- 
shine, rain, and mist, the regatta with 
which the Eastern Yacht Club entertained 
the New York Yacht Club off Marbichead 
to-day was one of the largest and most 
successful yachting events ever held in 
Massachusetts Bay. Thirty-three yachts in 
all started—eighteen from the New York 
Yacht Club and fifteen from the Eastern 
Club, of which twenty-four completed the 
course. 

The yachts started in a light breeze from 
the south and had not sailed more than an 
hour before a fierce squall from the south- 
west struck them, disabling several and 
dismasting one. The large seventy-footers 
staggered through it, however, and had a 
grand race, the Rainbow leading three- 
quarters of the way. 

At one time the Mineola succeeded in 
passing her and shortly after the Yankee 
took the lead, but a shift of the wind 
brought the Rainbow up again and she won 
by the scant margin of twenty-one seconds. 
In the schooner class the Elmina won 
again over the Muriel, with the Amorita 


third. 
There was a heavy rain in the morning, 


and the southeast wind promised badly, 
but that did not prevent the usual stir in 
Marblehead Harbor, where the racing 
yachts, closely packed together, were all 
preparing. to go out. The Regatta Com- 


mittee was promptly aboard the tug Dud- 
ley Pray, and steamed out three miles to 
the starting line, at the Halfway Rock, 
which at that time seemed to be a sort of 
rain centre. 

Here was already gathered quite a fleet 
of big steam yachts and excursion steam- 
ers. Among the well-known yachts were 
the Yacona, lately owned by the King of 
Portugal, and now the property_of Henry 
Clay Pierce of St. Louls; the Pantooset, 
owned by Commodore Albert 8. Bigelow of 
the Eastern Yacht Club; Henry W alters’s 
Narada, Vice Commodore Bourne's Colonia, 
Col. Alexander Van Rensselaer’s May, B. 
€. Benedict’s Oneida, Rogers Maxwell's 
Celt, which was cut as tender to the Yan- 
kee; C. H. W. Foster's Hanniel of Boston, 
N. G. Herreshoff’s houseboat Roamer, roll- 
ing about topheavily; Col. R. M. Thomp- 
son's Lady orfidea, H. I. Brummond's 
White Heather, Joseph_Stickney’s steam 
vacht Susquehanna, ex-Commodore Gerry’s 
Slectra, and Randal Morgan’s Waturus. 

Here was the steamer Gay Head, from 
Boston, with the guests of the_ Eastern 
Yacht Club, by which she was chartered. 
She gave the place of honor to the big 
burgee of the New York Yacht Club, the 
Eastern burgee being carried at the fore. 
The tug Metropolitan carried the members 
of the Corinthlan Yacht Club of Marble- 
head and there were several large excur- 
sion boats from Boston in addition. 

Owing to the racers being delayed by the 
rain in reaching the line, a postponement 
was signaled by the Race Committee until 
11:10, and soon the racing courses were sig- 
naled. The larger yachts were sent out on 
a splendid course, measuring 34% miles, 
with the first leg dead to windward, 9% 
miles to the Boston Lightship, while the 
smaller boats covered a triangle of about 
24 miles. 

At the first starting gun, at 11:10, Rain- 
bow and Mineola hugged the flag at the 
northeast end of the line, and then the 
Mineola came up to windward and crossed 
after the Rainbow went over at the lee- 
ward end of the line. The Yankee crossed 
at the windward end, preceded by the 
schooners Muriel and Quissetta, all these 
and the Amorita being on the port tack. 
The Elmina crossed late, in stays, and took 
the starboard tack, all moving slowly..At 
the 11:20 gun the smaller sloops crossed 
in this order: Meemer, Humma, Effort, 
Syren, Zingara, Shark, Wahtahwah, Notos, ° 
Cossack, Gamrock, and Halaia. The rain, 
which for a time was heavy, stopped just 
as the 11:30 gun sent off the following 
quartet of schooners: Seneca, Katrina, 
Adrienne, Ondwa, and the yawl Virginia. 
The schooners Roridina, Gerfalcon, Mavis, 
and Colleen Bawn then went past the com- 
mittee steamer in the order named. 

Just over the line the schooner Hope Les- 
lie caught the mainboom of the Colleen 
Bawn on her foretopmast stay and car- 
ried it forward till it was pointing over 
her own port bow, but the boats got 
cleared without damage. 

The racing now became very interesting 
as there was a heavy squall gathering in 
the southwest, and at 12:45 the leading 
schooners had a cracking breeze. But the 
wind was all in one streak. 

At the first mark at the Boston Light- 
ship the six leading yachts turned as fol- 
lows: Rainbow, 1:53:27; Mineola, 1:54:18; 
Yankee, 1:54:39: Muriel, 1:50:10; Elmina, 
2:00:42; Amorita, 2:01:30. 

For somé reason the Rainbow sailed five 
points off the course for the next turning 
mark, seven miles northeast from the light- 
ship, and before she could square away 
the Mineola had caught her. The Muriel 
gained a trifle on the Elmina on,the run 
down to this mark and both on the Amo- 
rita. Half a mile from the buoy the El- 
mina shot up on the,Muriel. The yachts 
turned the second mark as follows: Mineo- 
la, 2:39:08; Rainbow, 2:39:57; Yankee, 
2:40:28; Muriel, 2:46:03; Elmina, 2:46:57; 
Amorita, 2:49:49. 

Sheets were flattened for the beat Wack 
to the lightship, and with the Mineola well 
in the lead and Charlie Barr at the wheel, 
it looked like a sure thing for the Belmont 
boat. But the wind sagged off to three 
knots, and the Rainbow, which had been 
dropping behind rapidly, went off wind- 
hunting on her own hook and caught a 
breeze, so that in half an hour the Van- 
derbilt boat, instead of being third, was 
leading the others by three-quarters of a 
mile. As the wind shifted it also increased 
to ten knots. 

The Vanderbilt boat reached the lght- 
ship first on the return, and on wearing 
round was soon scudding for home on a 
broad reach. The yachts turned this mark 
as follows: Rainbow, 3:50:30; Mineola, 
3:53:40; Yankee, 3:54:50; Muriel, 3:56:30; 
Elmina, 3:56:55, and Amorita, 3:57:30. 

On the reach home the Mineola picked up 
rapidly on the Rainbow. A mile from the 
line the Mineola broke out her spinnaker 
to starboard and pulled up still nearer the 
Rainbow. The wind also helped her, for it 
kept freshening up astern. The three 
yachts mace a grand spectacle as_ they 
came swaying ddOwn the wind. The Rain- 
bow was noisly reeted as she swept 
proudly over the line, with young Corne- 
lius Vanderbilt at the wheel. Right astern 
came the’ Mineola, with Charlie Barr get- 
ting every bit of speed, and still further 
off the Yankee, with eighteen-year-old 
Harry Maxwell sailing his father’s yacht 
as cléver!ty as a professional. 

Two protests were made, one by the Min-: 
eola against the Rainbow for an alleged 
foul during the luffing match for the sec- 
ond mark, and the other by the Humma 
against the Shark for a foul said to have 
occurred during a similar luffing match on 
the last leg. 

The winners were Rainbow, (subject to

TO RETURN TIEN-TSIN 
TO CHINA THIS WEEK 


The Powers’ Occupation of the 
City Will End Friday. 


Peking—Tien-Tsin Railway Remains for 
the Present Under British Mill- 
tary Control. 


Lonpow Times—NEw YORK TIMES 
Special Cablegram. 

LONDON, Aug. 12.—Arrangements 
have been nearly completed, says the 
Peking correspondent of The Times, for 
the formal rendition of Tien-Tsin City 
to the Viceroy of Pe-chi-Li, Yuan-Shi- 
Kai, and the provincial officials next 
Friday. 

The Chinese railway from Peking to 
Tien-Tsin, however, remains in the pos- 
session of the British military adminis- 
tration, though the chief work of the 
railway is done by the civil staff, who 
months ago were prepared to assume full 
charge. The Viceroy, in proceeding to 
Tien-Tsin to resume the administration 
of the chief city of his province, will be 
compelled to travel on @ railway under 
foreign military charge. 

The correspondent says public opinion 
considers that Great Britain has no long- 
er a valid reason to retain the railway. 
He declares, however, that the delay is 
due to the action of France in refusing to 
sign a certain stipulation of the railway 
agreement already signed by Sir Ernest 
M. Satow, the British Minister, and the 
Chinese. France undoubtedly desires the 
return of ihe railway to its Chinese own- 
ers, but considers that the stipulation in 
question infringes on 3elgian 
rights. 

An easy solution, says the correspond- 
ent, seems to be the return of the rail- 
way to the Chinese and the settlement of 
the disputed point later. France would 
assent to this, with the reservation that 
when the proposed extension of the rail- 
way is built a Franco-Belgian syndicate 
be permitted to compete.

Hundred and Nineteenth Street. He is in 
the employ of Hass Brothers, dry goods 
Gealers of 907 Broadway. A member of the 
firm said yesterday: 

‘*Mr. Fanning has been in our employ 
for a year. He has always been a sober, 
steady man, and the only reason I can 
give for his present state is that he met 
with an accident three weeks ago, which 
may have deranged him. He was driving 
near his Summer home at Spring Lake, N. 
J., when the horse shied at an automobile 
and overturned the carriage. Mr. Fanning 
was apparently but slightly hurt by the. 
fall. 

“Mr. Fanning left here to meet my 
brother in Paris, where they were to buy 
goods. We have cabled to Paris for infor- 
mantion concerning him.”

APPRAISER FISCHER’S MISSION 


He Is In Germany to Find Out How 
Much Unmounted Lenses Are 
Really Worth. 


BERLIN, Aug. 11.—I. F. Fischer of the 
United States Board of General Appraisers 
is in Berlin to find out how much it costs 
to produce unmounted lenses, principally 
photographic lenses, The inquiry will prob- 
ably result in adding 300 per cent. to the 
valuations made by the German exporters. 
Several million dollars’ worth of micro- 
scopic, photographic, and opera glass lenses 
are exported from Germany to the United 
States annually, on which a duty of 45 per 
cent. is paid. In order to avoid compari- 


sons between the customs invoices and 
wholesale prices, the exporters ship lenses 
as unmounted. The appraisers recently suc- 
ceeded in making the exporters add 50 per 
cent. to the invoiced values, but the ap- 
praisers’ position is that about 300 per cent. 
should be added. 

Mr. Fischer intends to take depositions in 
certain suits brought by German exporters 
in which the value of lenses was involved. 
Accompanied by Customs Inspectors Will- 
iams of- Paris and Partello of Berlin, Mr. 
Fischer will go to various manufacturing 
centres in order to secure at first hand 
knowledge as to the cost of production of 
the wares in dispute. 


Mr. Fischer sailed from New York for 
Europe on July 31. At that time there was 
much speculation at the Custom House 
and the Appraiser’s Stores as to the reason 
for his voyage. A current report was that 
a firm of importers had been detected in an 
effort to defraud the Government of duties. 


CABLE AT BARCELONA CUT. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—United States 
Minister Bowen has cabled to the State De- 
partment from Caracas that the revolu- 
tionists have cut the cable at Barcelona. 

Mr. Bowen says the cable was cut imme- 
diately after the receipt of a message stat- 


ing that the revolutionists were entering 
the city. 


COLONIAL CONFERENCE ENDS. 


Resolutions Adopted Include a Recom- 
mendation in Favor of Imperial 
Preferential Trade. 


LONDON, Aug. 12.—The final meeting 
of the Colonial Conference was held yes- 
terday in the Right Hon. Joseph Cham- 
berlain’s room at the Colonial Office. 

Consideration of the commercial rela- 
tions of the empire, Including preferential 
tariffs and a general fiscal’ policy, was 


continued, and a resolution on the subject 
was finally agreed to. Another resolution 
adopted provides for the metric system of 
weights and measures throughout the em- 
pire. The conference closed with a vote 
of th s to the Colonial Secretary. 

The oceedings of the conference will 
not be —- but the resolutions adopt- 
ed will be issued shortly in a Parliamentary 
paper. 

The resolutions adopted include a recom- 
mendation to the Parliaments of the em- 
pire in favor of imperial preferential trade 

n whatever direction this is possible. The 
resolution recognizes, however, that any- 
thing like free trade between the different 
parts of the empire is impossible for the 
present. 

An agreement was reached in favor of 
giving preference to British and colonial 
tenders, as against foreign tenders, in the 
allotment of public contracts. 

It was also agreed that the Australasian 
contributions to the British Navy should 
be largely increased, on condition that 
certain vessels in the navy be officered 
and manned entirely by Australasians at 
local rates of pay, which are about 50 per 
cent. higher than those prevailing in the 
British Navy.

GERMANY TO LAND A 
FORCE IN VENEZUELA 


Bluejackets to Protect German In- 
terests at Porto Cabello. 


United States Warship Topeka Ordered 
There to Proteet the Interests 
of This Country. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—United States 
Minister Bowen at Caracas to-day advised 
the State Department that the Germans in- 
tend to land a naval force at Porto Ca- 
bello to protect German interests there 
which are threatened by the uprising now 
in progress. The Minister advised that the 
United States follow suit. 

After a conference between officials of 
the State and Navy Departments, instruc- 
tions were cabled to Commander Nichols 
of the Topeka to proceed from La Guayra 
to Porto Cabello and to land a naval force 
in case of attack. The Topeka has already 
started for Porto Cabello. The following 
Was part of the message to Commander 
Nichols: ‘ 

‘* Be ready to land force in case of attack 
of port for protection of American interests 
and for protection of foreign property also 
if requested. Prevent bombardment with- 
out due notice.”’ 

The Topeka will probably reach Porto 
Cabello, which is only a short sail from La 
Guayra, some time to-day. 

Minister Bowen recently sent word that 
President Castro was starting for the front 
with the expectation of fighting a decisive 
battle with the insurgents. The latter have 
been gathering in strength at Porto Ca- 
bello. The United States Consul at that 
point sent word recently that the lives of 
some of the American residents, including 
members of his family, were imperiled, 
and two of the women of the Consul’s fam- 
ily were taken away in a Government ship. 
Since then there has been no word of a 
critical condition of affairs, but the ad- 
vices of to-day indicate that a crisis has 
been reached. 

There appears to be no question as to the 
right of a German naval force to Jand for 
the protection of German interests. It in 


no way involves the Monroe doctrine. Ger- 
many has been keeping close watch on 
Venezuela for some months, and at one 
time contemplated taking a Venezuelan 
port in order to compel the payment of 
certain German claims. The present land- 
ing of a force has no connection with Ger- 
many's former move against Venezuela, 
although the assurance heretofore given 
by Germany serve in the present case to 
show that there is no ulterior purpose be- 
hind the protection of German interests 
at Porto Cabello. 


ATHENS STUDENTS’ CRUSADE. 


Their Attempt to Purify the Stage Prob- 
ably at an End—Editor Refused 
to Fight a Duel.

LONDON, Aug. 12.—The Athens corre- 
spondent of Thé Times says that the in- 
tervention of the university students 
with a view to the purification of the 
Athenian stage has ended in a rather 
amusing manner. 

Regarding themselves as insulted by 
the criticism of the journal Hestia, the 
students selected a champion to chal- 
lenge the editor to a duel. The seconds, 
on arriving at his office, found the editor 
very busy, and were told that he could 
not regard them or their principal as ad- 
equate representatives of the university. 

The errand of the seconds was thus 
fruitless, and, says the correspondent, it 


is probable that nothing more will be 
heard of the matter.

LOWERED RECORD 


Opening Day of Harness 
Brighton Beach Drew a Good Atten- 
dance and Made Fair Sport. 


The second annual light-harness meet- 
ing of the New York Trotting Association 
was opened at the Brighton Beach race 
track yesterday with a good attendance of 
trotting horse enthusiasts and the fastest 
and best track that the trotters have 
raced over this season. The weather was 
most faverable, and, with dry-as-dust going 
under foot, the racing was all that even 
the most exacting patron of the square- 
gaited horse could have exacted, the one 
drawback of the afternoon being that 
the long programme dragged out in a time 
sense until long after the usual hour for a 
finish to a day’s sport, notwithstanding 
that the chief feature of the afternoon, the 
Bonner Memorial for the 2:12 trotters, was 
finished in straight heats, with the result 
that has become usual this year—Rhytamic 
first. 

The great blind trotter always was the 
favorite for the ten-thousand-dollar stakes, 
and, racing in his own beautiful style, 
made it a straight-heat affair by never 
permitting any of his opponents to head 
him after he once took the lead in the 
first heat. It was the strongest possible 
evidence of the regard in which blind 
Rhythmic is held by the betting fraternity 
that the sightless horse was favorite in a, 
field of twelve starters from the moment 
that the betting began, and the interest 
and betting on the day’s races centred in 
the Bonner Memorial. To this the real 
pool selling was confined from the time 
the crow began to gather until the event 
was decided. In the first pool sold the 
wonderful blind horse brought $100 to $35 
for Dan T., $25 for Major Delmar, $5 
each for Alcy and Silver Coin, and $5 more 
for the field. 

Driven by his owner, Scott Hudson, of 
Kentucky, the blind hero of four great 
stakes this season went on from fourth 
place in the first heat, and, carefully driv- 
en by Hudson to keep clear of any possible 
embarrassment in the early stages of the 
contest, kept on the outside and clear of 
all the other horses until the last turn was 
reached. There Rhythmic was sent on to 
take the lead, and, although racing then on 
a turn, he went on with the utmost confi- 
dence, and, speeding past the others of the 
field, with which he had been close up to 
that point, took the lead in the last quar- 
ter and from there on was only jogging in 
front and won with a lot in hand by two 
and a half lengths. 


BLIND TROTTER’S NEW RECORD. 


With all the disadvantage of having to 
wait on the others of his field, Rhythmic 
had so much speed and trotted so true and 
strong that the heat was the fastest of the 
race, Rhythmic in this lowering his record 


of 2: by a half second, the heat being 
finished in 2:09%. In the second heat 
Rhythmic, with the advantage of the _— 
went on in front at the word, and from 
end to end was not headed, he winning in a 
big jog by a long gap of daylight. For the 
third heat there was no betting so far as 
Rhythmic was concerned. The blind trot- 
ter again went on in the lead at the word, 
and lasted there to the end, carrying an un- 
necessarily fast pace through the first part 
of the contest and in the end nearly pay- 
ing the penalty, for he was tiring fast as 
the stretch was reached, and the only 
thing that made him win the heat was that 
the other horses were even more tired than 
he by the effort to follow him. Rhythmic 
was first into the stretch, and there began 
to lag, with the result that every other 
horse in the race was put to a drive at 
once in the hope of overtaking him, but at 
the clip that they had gone all were as near 
done as Rhythmic, and though Alice Carr 
and Lady Thisbe pushed him a bit at the 
end, Rhythmic had speed and courage and 
confidence enough in his driver to keep him 
going to the end, and he won under the 
whip yf a fair margin, with Alice Carr 
second for the heat and Lady Thisbe third. 

The race completed a string of five 
straight victories for the great blind horse, 
and as it also gave him a record of half a 
second lower than his.former figure, the 
honors of the day were his. Rhythmic, on 
his race yesterday, is the greatest of the 
blind harness horses, his achievements fay 
exceeding those of his predecessors, anw 
his last victory also giving him the best 
record ever made by a blind race horse on 
the trotting turf. This season Rythmic has 
won five races straight without a single 
defeat, and has earned about $30,000. He is 
an even-gaited and singularly sweet-tem- 
pered brown horse by»Oakland Baron— 

uchess, by Strathmore. 

The remainder of the racing for the day 
was fairly interesting, and seemed to fully 
satisfy the crowd, which was made .u 
chiefly of patrons of the light-harness turf. 
In both of the novelty races fast time was 
made. The crowd had a real sensation for 
the finish of the afternoon's sport, in the 
last heat of the 2:06 pace, when Dan R., 
after hens J won two heats from the fast 
mare Fannie Dillard, was shut out in the 
fourth heat. The closest race of the day 
was for the second heat of this race, Dan 
R. winning by the shortest of noses, 
though it looked as if the mare should 
have taken the heat. Dan R. was made a 
hot favorite for the race in the fourth heat, 
and after leading to the turn into the 
stretch, there made a break which let the 
mare to the front. All efforts to steady 
Dan R. on the stretch failed, and in the 
hope of keeping the mare from distancing 
him, the driver sent him on for the re- 
mainder of the race at a gallop. For all 
this Fannie Dillard kept on at a square 
trot and shut out the gelding, thus win- 
ning the race in two heats after Dan R. 
had the same number of heats to his cred- 
it. The management of the meeting an- 
nounced that on Wednesday there will be 
an extra race for 2:09 trotters to wagon. 
It also was announced that C. K. G. Bill- 
ings toward the end of the week will bring 
on to Brighton Beach Little Boy and 
others of his stable of fast racers in the 
effort to break records.

It should pro- 
vide for the practical reorganization of 
the trade; the closing of superfluous col- 
lieries until their product is needed; the 
reduction of the working force to the 
number which can be employed 800 days 
in the year, barring accidents; the abo- 
lition of ancient grievances which in one 
form or another have been the basis of 
unnumbered strikes; the recognition of 
the principle of arbitration; the break- 
ing up of the nests of alien Anarchists 
in the laborers’ boarding houses by the 
scattering of their occupants to other 
districts and other occupations, and the 
elevation of the thrifty and industrious 
miner into a respected and self-respect- 
ing citizen. By no other means can per- 
manent peace and prosperity be insured.

[WHAT SHOULD THE COAL OPERA- 
TORS DO? 

In a signed editorial in The Engineer- 
ing and Mining Journal, Dr. R. W. Ray- 
MOND presents an elaborate defense of 
the position and policy of the anthracite 
operators, which we are sorry is much 
too long for reproduction. Dr. Rar- 
MOND’S argument leads up to the con- 
clusion that the operators are powerless 
to do anything except wait until the 
United Mine Workers shall call the 
strike off. The chief reason for this he 
finds in the law of 1897, relative to the 
certification of miners by the examining 
boards. What we think of this law we 
have already said at sufficient length in 
these columns, and to repeat it in whole 
or in part would be superfluous. Its dis- 
cussion is irrelevant to the question of 
the duty of the operators, if the state- 
ments of their leading representatives, 
to the effect that large numbers of certi- 
fied miners are daily applying for work, 
is true.

CIVILIZATION. 


Much has been made of the remark at- 
tributed to one Kaip ABDERRAHMAN BEN 
ABDER-SADIK, the delegate of the Em- 
peror of Morocco at the deferred corona- 
tion of King Epwarp VII., when per- 
mitted to return home, to the effect that 
“England is a great country, but I am 
glad to be going back to civilization 
again.”” Whether as a remark it was 
wise or foolish depends a great deal upon 
the point of view. No doubt it was per- 
fectly sincere, and represented the real 
feelings of one bored to the point of ex- 
haustion by the whirl and struggle of 
the phase of life which a social lion in 
London would be most likely to see. It 
might have been made with equal sin- 
cerity by one detained beyond his pleas- 
ure in the unfamiliar and uncongenial 
environment of Fez, and forced to sub- 
mit to the customs and ceremonies of 
the semi-barbaric life of Mr, ABDER- 
Sapix’s capital. The Governor of Fez 
probably saw of what we are pleased to” 
call civilization only the savage or semi- 
savage side. He could not very well fail 
to be made conscious of the fact that 
among those ambitious of social ad- 
vancement and recognition the struggle 
is as unending and as cruel as that 
which characterizes “the peace of na- 
ture ”’—a peace in which the strong over- 
come and devour the weak, and they in 
turn those still weaker, until what prob- 
ably began. among the mastodons and 
megalosaurians is continued beyond the 
vision of the microscope, among the 
microbes and monads. In his own pal- 
ace Mr. ABDER-SapIK is no doubt what 
in the vernacular is described as “ it.’ 
No question of precedence troubles him, 
for he precedes. He is society incarnate, 
and at home it is probable he is quite 
outside the turmoil and competition 
which in London or New York one 
escapes only by comfortable obscurity. 
Perhaps, however, if the self-satisfied 
Governor of Fez, who thinks his en- 
vironment civilization, could bring him- 
self to wander incognito, like good 
HarRouN AL RASCHID, among the com- 
mon people, to learn what they are 
thinking about and doing, he would find 
that the difference between London and 
Fez is rather one of degree than of kind, 
and that to pass from the shadow of his 
own minarets to the comparative calm 
of a well-appointed oasis out of the 
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path of caravans would be as desirable 
for most of those he governs as for him 
to quit London for his own capital. 

Civilization is relative. It represents 
for each community the best it is capable 
of providing for itself, or of enjoying if 
provided for it. It is the resultant of 
infinitely complex forces acting on com- 
munities through individuals, and the 
outward expressions of these forces are 
food, climate, temperament, environ- 
ment, and so on through a list too long 
for enumeration. The Eskimo brought to 
New York by a returning arctic ex- 
plorer would probably long very quickly 
for a “ civilization ” characterized by an 
environment of icebergs and a diet of 
train oll. The Central African savage 
transplanted to Fez would find its arti- 
ficiality intolerable and would probably 
die of ennui if there were no way of get- 
ting back to his jungles—and civilization. 

Imaginative writers have done the 
best they could to draw from the per- 
fectly natural and quite intelligible re- 
mark of Mr. ABDER-SADIK a subtle 
moral, when it contains none. The civ- 
ilization of Fez, such as it is, suits the 
speaker much better than the civilization 
of London, such as it is, For the same 
reason, the civilization of London would 
probably suit the average Englishman 
better than that of Fez. The wise 
Englishman who goes to Morocco con- 
sults his comfort and conserves his hap- 
piness by doing as nearly as possible 
as do those native and to the manner 
born; the Moroccan in England 
would do the same. But that it would 
be easier for the Englishman to let down 
his standards than for the Moroccan to 
raise his, assuming the civilization of 
England to be higher than that of Mo- 
rocco, is due to the fact that it is al- 
Ways easier to slide down a hill than 
to climb it. But whether descending or 
ascending, when he reaches the normal 
level of his envirogment he has found 
“ civilization,” or so much of it as that 
environment permits.

A PRACTICAL SUGGESTION. 


It is only recently that our readers 
have had laid before them the wise views 
of Mr. Hewitt as to the ultimate har- 
monizing of the interests of labor and 
cepital by some form of practical joint 
ownership or interest in productive en- 
terprises. This has been, of course, the 
dream of philanthropic reasoners for a 
long time. Mr. HewirTt’s judgment as 
an experienced and skilled capitalist and 
an employer of labor that it is a practical 
thing is of very great value. 

In connection with it we heartily wel- 
come a recent article by Mr. ALEXANDER 
Purves, the Treasurer of Hampton In- 
stitute, in which he discusses with acute- 
ness the difficulties in the way of the 
plans heretofore proposed, and suggests 
an outline of a plan which he thinks 
can, with care and experience, be made 
to meet and overcome these difficulties. 
For such a study Mr. Purves is admi- 
rably fitted. . After giving proof of very 
unusual business ability, he gave up a 
brilliant career to take charge of the 
financial and business affairs of Hamp- 
ton Institute, an enterprise of much com- 
plexity and of very great importance. 
He therefore brings to this problem the 
trained sagacity of a successful business 
man with the broad view and high aim 
of one who has made beneficence the 
occupation of his life. « 

Put in compact form, the problem that 
Mr. Purves undertakes is that of find- 
ing some method of giving to labor a 
larger and still only a fair share of the 
joint product of labor and capital and 
brains, without impairing the intelli- 
gence and concentration of direction, 
while stimulating the energy of all in- 
terested and strengthening the harmony 
between them. The numerous forms of 
profit sharing and of co-operation that 
have been tried are subject to defects in 
one or another of these directions. Mere 
profit sharing has to meet the possibil- 
ity of sharing loss as well, and has not 
done so. Co-operation has not developed 
the concentrated force and skill found in 
ordinary corporations. Moreover, there 
is lacking in most methods yet adopted, 
as Mr. Purves points out, the very im- 
portant element of variation in gains de- 
pending on the success of the business 
and, proportionately, on the skill and 
fidelity and ingenuity of each person en- 
gaged in the business. 

He suggests a plan substantially as 
follows, though it is obviously impossi- 
ble to give a clear and full statement of 
it within the limits of a newspaper arti- 
cle. He reserves to the Board of Direc- 
tors all right’of management, direction, 
and administration, including the em- 
ployment and discharge of labor. An 
agreed share of the net profits is to be 
set aside for the primary compensation 
of capital, the share being put tenta- 
tively at 60 per cent. In a concern of 
$1,000,000 capital, earning an average of 
$200,000 a year, this would amount to 
$120,000. Of the remaining $80,000, 20 
per cent., or $16,000, annually is put 
aside as a contingent fund to meet ex- 
traordinary losses and for other purposes 
which he defines. The balance, $64,000, 
is devoted to what he calls deferred stock 
debentures, one-half for the owners of 
stock and one-half as extra wages to be 
paid to all employés, of whatever grade, 
in the ratio of their wages. The divi- 
dends on common and preferred stock 
are to be cumulative. If the profits of 
any one year do not provide them, they 
are to Be made up in later years before 
the preferred stock debentures are is- 
sued. The holders of the debentures 
are, then, entitled, first to interest at not 
exceeding 6 per cent. on the issue for a 
one year; second, to additional pre 
ures each year for the amount remaining 
from profits after paying dividends and 
the contingent fund, or to the cash if the 
capital cannot be used in the business; 
third, to the right to purchase new stock 
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if issued, in the proportion of their hold- 
ings. 

In substance this is a plan for invest- 
ing in the business for the benefit of em- 
ployés the profits remaining after pay- 
ing capital its share and providing for 
contingencies. The holders of dgbent- 
ures would not have any vote in the 
management of the business, but would 
be able to increase the net profits in 
which they share by their own fidelity. 
As the stockholders have the same inter- 
est in the debenture fund as the em- 
ployés have, it is inferred that this fund 
would be fairly computed and created. 
It is proposed that the debenture fund 
shall be placed in the hands of a Trustee 
who shall have a right to full knowledge 
of the affairs of the concern and to ex- 
amination of the books. While there may 
be objection to this feature, Mr. PURVES 
regards it as of importance for the rea- 
son that it secures adequate knowledge 
to the employés of the share they are 
really getting in the business to which 
their labor is contributed, and this he 
thinks is sure to be a source of content- 
ment, harmony, and corresponding in- 
crease of efficiency. 

So far as we are aware, this is the first 
effort to reduce to a definite and practi- 
cal form a plan to insure the advantages 
of joint interest without the drawbacks 
that heretofore have been encountered. 
It has the great merit of being the work 
of a man of experience and tested abil- 
ity. Mr. Purves says that he has con- 
sulted emihent counsel as to the legal 
feasibility of carrying out the form ‘of 
obligations suggested and is advised that 
it is. clearly possible. The plan is one 
that deserves the careful attention of the 
larger employers of labor who are deeply 
interested in increasing the share of 
labor in the joint product without im- 
pairing production. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


— That our aquarium is serving the 
highly commendable purpose of interesting 
and amusing in a perfectly innocent way 
the people who provide the funds for its 
maintenance is demonstrated by the fact 
that in the single month of July 272,589 
persons made the trip to a building that is 
for most of them rather inconveniently 
situated, and devoted anywhere from an 
hour to half a day to inspection of the 
more or less contented creatures confined 
in the. several tanks. To attract as many 
visitors as that, a show, even though it be 
a free show, has to be a pretty good one. 
Such this aquarium of ours has been, al- 
most since the day of its establishment, 
and despite the shadow of politics that has 
always rested upon it, the exhibit has 
steadily increased in size and number un- 
til there is now, perhaps, none of its kind 
elsewhere with which it need fear com- 
parison. The necessity, however, for say- 
ing “of its kind,’’ hints at the criticism to 
which the New York Aquarium is obnox- 
ious—the charge that while it does much 
to gratify popular curiosity about the deni- 
zens of the sea, it gives little or no sys- 
tematic instruction, and as an instrument 
for’ scientific inquiry and discovery it 
neither has nor seeks such fame as has 
come, for instance, to the aquarium at Na- 
ples. The latter is primarily a laboratory 
for working biologists and naturalists, and 
only incidentally is it a spectacle for the 
general public. Many of its most valued 
specimens are of no interest whatever to 
the ordinary observer, and no effort is 
made to secure things that are merely 
queer or freakish, like big lobsters and al- 
bino eels. But because some of us prefer 
the plan upon which the Naples aquarium 
is conducted and esteem the increase of 
knowledge above the arousing of unen- 
lightened astonishment, we need not there- 
fore call the New York Aquarium an un- 
worthy institution or condemn its mainte- 
nance as a waste of money. It certainly 
does no harm, and it provides a lot of 
pleasure—a form of utility not to be de- 
spised even by a scientist. 


—-Not long ago a learned gentleman em- 
ployed by the Government not only spoke 
despitefully of the Gulf Stream and all 
the common notions about its effects upon 
climate, especially that of England, but he 
heaped sesquipedalian ridicule on the wide- 
ly held theories that the destruction of 
forests is followed by disastrous alterna- 
tions of flood and drought, and that ex- 
tensive tree-planting will increase a re- 
gion’s rainfall. Jeers at the Gulf Stream 
caused us no great relief, as that current 
had never even been supposed to do much 
for this country or its people—except. to 
disturb the digestive apparatus of the lat- 
ter when they crossed it—but the L. G.’s 
remarks about trees, and tree planting and 
cutting, did trouble us. We disbelieved 
them on general principles, and with some 
eagerness have been waiting for facts on 
which to support the disbelief. Now comes 
a fact which, if not exactly pertinent to 
the controversy, yet bears strongly in that 
direction—the fact that the Sphinx, after 
enduring for 4,000 years, more or less, with 
only inconsequential losses of substance, 
due to the attrition of drifting sand, and 
that of wandering barbarians, usually Cook 
tourists,‘ has at last begun rapidly to dis- 
integrate, owing to the frequent rains 
which the vast irrigation system devised 
by the beneficent British has brought to 
thirsty Egypt. The new reservoirs and 
canals have not yet produced any appre- 
cilable increase in the number of trees in 
Pharaoh’s Land, but they have covered 
with vegetation a large area formerly noth- 
ing better than desert sand, and this is 
much the same thing as tree-planting, so 
far as it goes. And it has gone far enough, 
according to the reports, to make rains 
comparatively frequent in a country where 
one little downfall has hitherto been an 
event to remember for years. This is bad, 
of course, for the ancient monuments, in- 
cluding the archaeologists, but it is very 
good for the Egyptians, and it is also good 
for those of us who were willing to let th 
L. G. do what he pleased to the Gulf 
Stream, but who hated him when he said 
it doesn't make any particular aiftérence 
whether we cut trees down or plant them. 


—There are people up in Canada who 
talk, and even write, about the establish- 
ment of a fast steamship line between 
Quebec and England as if they really be- 
lieved that the scheme was something more 
than a subsidy hunt, We find, for in- 
stance, in The Herald-Witness of Montreal 
a laborious and apparently sincere argu- 
ment for fhe line, based on our recent as- 
sertion that if such a company should earn 
money for its owners and keep out of the 
hands of receivers it would indicate an 
astonishing development of late in the vol- 
ume of Canadian business. 
The Herald-Witness, is just what has hap- 
pened. ‘“‘ Canada,”’ it says, “‘is developing 
enormously, her total export and import 
trade having increased over 70 per cent. 
since 1893. Her Western provinces will 
soon be the ‘Granary of the Empire,’ and 
already they are sending to the sea enor- 
mous quantities of breadstuffs. The Can- 
adian Pacific is one of the empire's two

of a transatlantic service worked by, or in 
close conjunction with the railway, will 
tend to greatly develop the passenger and 
freight traffic passing over the line be- 
tween Great Britain and the countries of 
the East. The same remark applies to the 
Australian trade. Already the Canadian 

acific is conducting a most successful 
steamship business on the North Pacific 
and has taken much business, both in pas- 
sengers and freight, from San Francisco 
and other Southern ports. What it has 
done on the Pacific it may do on the At, 
lantic. The St. Lawrence is the natural 
outlet for the wheat of the continent, 
American as well as Canadian, and all the 
railways in the States cannot divert the 
grain trade to New York if it is once dem- 
onstrated that water carriage from the 
head of the great lakes to tide water is 
cheaper than land carriage.”’ Indeed, it 
cannét, but the “if” is large, and the 
prejudices of insurance men against the 
St. Lawrence route are of malignant ob- 
stinacy. However, it’s pleasant news to 
hear that Canada is advancing rapidly. 
The faster and further she goes the better, 
for ‘‘some day, some day, she’ll be—” how 
does the song go? 


—Senator Quay has been in hot water 
again. The normal] inhabitant of this cool- 
ing planet dislikes to get into hot water, 
looking upon such a mishap as a setback 
for the present, if not for the future. Sena- 
tor Quay put his foot under a metaphor- 
ical hot-water spigot, the water proved to 
be hotter than he expected, and the skin 
came off the Senator's foot, putting him 
on the dry dock, as the doctors do not say, 
for at least ten days. It was expected that 
for once he would to his instrument “ tune 
a deploring dump,” but instead he piped 
a march to victory and called it a good 
omen merely because he got out. Through 
symbolism one can learn the nature of the 
thing itself, and this seems to be a sign 
of degeneracy that—well, doubtless we al- 
ready know the nature of the reality in 
question, and this symbol of it ts almost 
unfit to print. We have all heard from 
time to time of pirates who burned sulphur 
on a red-hot stove in a small room and 
went into that room for half an hour to see 
if they could stand hell; we have read 
about those fallen angels (perhaps the 
pirates later on) who stand over the pits 
of red flames and laugh at those who can- 
not bear the temperature they can. But we 
did not know that such a style of keeping 
in the ring was called winning out in the 
higher callings of the modern community 
where he who is made Governor or Senator 
is supposed to lead his flock by smooth 
waters, and not too hot. It looks as if this 
was admitting that the Senator or Gov- 
ernor is to make himself such and not be 
made, his training being a process of 
toughening that will fit him for going alone 
through fire and water to be purged of 
all feeling. A man so trained is a danger- 
ous man, and overtraining is the only 
thing that can undo him. Therefore, it 
might be well to have the spigot turned on

Comment on a Tribute to Devery. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The letter of Mr. Emanuel L. Hart in to- 
day’s TIMEs on all of Mr. Devery’s excel- 
lences is extremely “touchin’.”

CHEN LUNCHES 
WITH THE PRESIDENT 


Brings Message of ‘Gratitude from 
His Emperor. 


COMMENDS AMERICAN ARMY 


Mr. Wu Tells of the Imperial Guest’s 
Search for “the Man Behind the 
Gun "—His Yellow Jacket 
of “ Watered Silk.” 


Special to The New York Times. 

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., Aug. 11.—The 
President’s day was enlivened by the com- 
ing of his distinguished visitors, Prince 
Chen, Minister Wu, Sir Liang Chen, and 
the personal attendants of the Prince, 
making a party. of six celestials. They 
were arrayed in the finest silks, and when 
the Sylph cast anchor off the dock of Mr. 
J. West Roosevelt, they were loaded into 
the little launch of one of the Government 
boats. 

Prince Chen took occasion, soon after the 
party arrived, to express to the President, 
on behalf of the Emperor of China, the 
deep sense of gratitude the Chinese people 
feel toward the United States, because the 
army of this country protected and really 
prevented the destruction of many of the 
handsome palaces in the City of Peking 
during the trouble there two years ago. He 
also expressed the hope that the bonds of 
amity and commerce between the United 
States and China might become closer and 
closer as time went on. 

To this the President responded that it 
would be his effort by all means at his 
command to promote the good feeling at 
present existing between the two coun- 
tries, as well as to increase the commer- 
cial relations. 

Oyster Bay, usually pacific, was a bit 
boisterous, and the distinguished party 
with an Ensign, three sailors,and Third 
Assistant Secretary of State Peirce, loaded 
down the little launch, so that the Prince 
and his party were drenched every now 
and then with spray. A large launch filled 
with the camera men kept close, Prince 
Chen said that the devil machines were 
not as objectionable as‘ usual, for, if the 
little launch should sink, there was help 
at hand in the big boat, where the shut- 
ters clicked as their owners made desper- 
ate efforts to use up all their films to get 
at least one good picture of a Prince of 
China in a very wet yellow jacket. 

The Prince brought to the President of 
the United States the good will of his peo- 
ple for‘the United States. 

He was met on the steps of Sagamore 
House by the President, Minister Wu mak- 
ing the formal presentation. The Prince 
shook hands with the President and then 
the party was ushered into the drawing 
room. 

The Prince, through Minister Wu, asked 
to be shown the President’s trophies of the 
chase, and he took the liveliest interest in 
all he saw, particularly the mountain lion 
skins with the holes through them and a 
slit or two to tell of their deaths at the 
hands of the President. 

At luncheon Mr. Wu told a story on the 
Prince. It was that when the Prince was 
escorted to the launch at the foot of East 


Twenty-third Street he said that he had 
known of the terrible power of the Amer- 
ican wafships, but that he had believed 
them larger-and safer for a long journey. 
He was assured that there was no danger 
and was taken to the Sylph. He looked 
her over, according to Minister Wu, and, 
seeing no guns, wondered at the power of 
the American Navy, which could so easily 
wipe out the navies of Spain. He asked 
about ‘‘the man behind the gun” he had 
heard of. 

There was the pop of a champagne cork, 
and then, according to the story, the Prince 
remarked: ‘‘ This is a ‘joke.’’ 

After luncheon the Prince and his a 
started for the dock, where the little launc 
of the Sylph tossed about. The Prince, as 
he stepped into the launch, said in very 

ood English: ‘‘ This is no joke; my yellow 
acket is aow watered silk.” 


PRINCE’S DOINGS IN TOWN. 


Dines with Mr. Peirce and Attends the 
Theatre, Where He Goes Behind 
the Scenes. 


Prince Chen and his party left the Wal- 
dorf-Astcria at 8:45 o’clock on their most 
important mission in the United States—a 
call upon the President at his country home 
at Oyster Bay. This visit had been looked 
forward to with a great deal of interest, as 
it was believed that the Prince bore a mes- 
sage from the Chinese Emperor to the 
President. 

The distinguished party was driven direct 
from the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel to the foot 
of East Twenty-third Street, where, at the 
New York Yacht Club station they boarded 
the gunboat Sylph that was to take them 
to Oyster Bay. This was a departure from 
the plans announced on Sunday, for it was 
then said that the Chinese Prince and his 
retinue’ would go to the foot of West Thir- 
ty-fourth Street, to board the revenue cut- 
ter Hudson, which would take them to the 
President’s Summer home by way of the 
Battery. 

Aside from the members of the Prince’s 
suite and Assistant Secretary o7 State 
Peirce there were in the Celestial party 
Wu Ting-Fang, Sir Lian Chen Tung, the 
new Minister to the United States; Consul 
Chow Tsz Cli, and Vice Consul Wong. The 
trip across town to the East River was 
made in four carriages, escorted by a squad 
of mounted police and a number of detect- 
ives in plain clothes. The Sylph got under 
way at 9:15 o’clock, and, as she steamed 
away up the river in the direction of Long 
Island Sound the crowd gathered on the 
pier gave a very respectable cheer for an 
early morning crowd. 

The party returned to the pier in the aft- 
ernoon, shortly before 6 o'clock, in the 
midst of a violent rainstorm, and the Sylph 
kept off the Twenty-third Street landing 
for nearly a half hour waiting for the 
weather to admit of her landing her dis- 
tinguished guests. Meantime the sight of 
the several richly appointed carriages 
standing at the landing, together with the 
mounted police, attracted a large crowd of 
commuters, who were dispersed by the 
rain, only to congregate again when the 
landing of the imperial party was made. 
This was made in a drizzle, and without 
any incident, enlivening or otherwise. The 
cavalcade hurried back across town, ar- 
riving at the Waldorf Astoria in quick 
time, where the Prince found several vis- 
itors awaiting him. A delegation of the 
Asiatic Society was received first, and 
later William Barclay Parsons, chief en- 
gineer of the Subway Company, who had 
had large professional interests in China. 


THE PRESIDENT’S DINNER, 


Then came the dinner of President Roose- 
velt to the visiting Prince, which was, 
however, not attended by the President, 
who was unable to be present. He was 
represented by Assistant Secretary of State 
Peirce. The dinner was given in one of 
the small dining rooms of the hotel, and 
in attendance were the Prince, Wu Ting 
Fang, Sir Liang, Consul Chow, Vice Consul 
Wong, Gen. Whittier of the American 
Construction Company, which is. building 
railroads in China; James T. Reynolds, sec- 
retary to Mayor Low, and the higher.mem- 
bers of the Prince's suite. The dinner was 
composed entirely of American dishes and 
was concluded in a comparatively short 


time. After the coffee Mr. Peirce toasted 
the Emperor of China, the Prince toasted 
President Roosevelt, Sir Liang proposed 
a toast to the ‘American People and the 
Mayor of New York,” and Mr, Reynolds 
proposed a toast to the Prince. The dinner 
was a rather informal affair and took on 
quite an American aspect, as in the party 
were a number of Chinamen who were ed- 
ucated here and have imbibed much of: the 
spirit of the West. 

For instance, it was recalled by Mr. 
Reynolds that he and Sir Liang, the new 
Chinese Minister to the United States, 
were “ hail, school-fellow,”” at Andover not 
so very long ago. Sir Liang, it was re- 
called, was one of the star members of an 
Andover baseball team. During one of the 
yearly matches of the team with their 
deadly rival, the team of Exeter, the score 
at the end of the eighth inning stood 8 to 3. 

“Do you remember when you came 
to the bat and knocked a home run, which 
won the game for old Andover?” inquired 
Mr. Reynolds in a dress suit of the West 
to Mr. Liang in gorgeous silks of the East. 

*‘ Ah, indeed I do,” replied the other, and 
his eyes brightened with the memory of 
the game, 

After the dinner a dozen of the more 
distinguished members of the party, in- 
cluding the three American members of it, 
Messrs. Peirce, Whittier, and Reynolds, 
prepared for a trip to the Knickerbocker 
Theatre. During tifis time there appeared 
in the hotel office down below a perfect 
specimen of the Chinese-American laundry- 
man. He wore the regulation blue-black 
blouse, the bluish leggins, white stockings, 
and Chinese shoes, while perched over his 
coiled pigtail was an American felt hat. 
He looked slightly out of place in the big 
hotel office, but he was perfectly self-pos- 
sessed as he waited patiently in the corri- 
dor until his enormous card had been sent 
up to the Prince. 


CHARLIE LEE CALLS. 


A secretary came down, and after aft 
animated conversation it was learned that 
the caller was Charlie Lee of Hoboken. 
Charlle had in mind the renting of a build- 
ing for laundry purposes on one of the main 
streets of the New Jersey city, but he 
lacked references. What better reference 
could he secure than that of an illustrious 
Prince of his own country, and he had 
called to get the necessary papers. What 
was done about it in the long conversation 
in the hotel office remains yet a mystery. 
The first act of “ The Wild Rose” at the 
Knickerbocker Theatre was well alon 
when the Prince and his party arrived. 
They were escorted to the two lower boxes 
on the south side of the building, and took 
their seats before the audience became 
aware of the fact that anything unusual 
was ‘“‘on.”’ Immediately after the close of 
the act Prince Chen, accompanied by Gen. 
Whittier, Secretary Peirce, Wu Ting-Fang, 
and Sir Liang accompanied Manager Som- 
mers around behind the scenes. 

The Prince was much interested in the 
setting of the scenes.’ Miss Rose Beaumont 
and Miss Margaret Clark, whom he found 
on the stage, were presented to him. He 
was taken to the dressing room of Miss 
Irene Bentley, who was also presented, 
and gave him her picture. As the fae 
returned to their boxes the orchestra played 
“The Star-Spangled Banner,” and the audi- 
ence cheered. he Prince sat still until 
Sir Liang leaned over and whispered to 
him, when he quickly arose and bowed, 
while the entire audience followed his ac- 
tion and cheered. It was a very cheerful 
and impressive little scene. 

The Prince appeared much interested in 
the play and staid until the end. He 
laughed when Eddie Foy, in a topical song 
referred to him. 

The Prince will visit the City Hall to- 
day, starting at 2:30 P. M. Later he will 
visit the Post Office, several of the down- 
town skyscrapers, followed by a trip 
through Chinatown, where great prepara- 
tions have been made to receive him. This 
evening the party will leave the city on 
their journey westward across the country 
to take passage for their native land. 


CROPS PLEASE REPUBLICANS. 


It Is Reasoned that Grain Reports from 
Northwest Augur Well for the 
Party’s Success.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The news that 
the farmers of the Northwest will harvest 
enormous crops of grain this year gives 
great satisfaction to everybody in Wash- 
ington who hopes for a Republican House 
in the Fifty-eighth Congress. Big crops, it 
is reasoned, practically guarantee success 
for the Republicans in the Fall campaign. 

Farmers of the Northwest, people from 
that section say, never go in for political 
upheavals when their wheat, corn, and oat 
fields have done well. Senator Vest re- 
cently was quoted as saying that a finan- 
cial panic would put the Democrats on 


top. Western men think a crop failure 
would be just as good for the Democrats as 
a financial panic. They argue that with a 
two-billion-dollar crop in sight in the 
Northwest the election really is all over, 
“‘except the shouting.” 

The farmers, they say, are not bothering 
their heads about imperialism nor tariff re- 
form this year, but are freely subscribing 
to the Republican dictum, ‘ Prosperity is 
the issue—let well enough alone.” 


JEWISH RIOT CASE HEARING. 


Witness Cohen Withdraws His Com. 
plaint and Prosecution Relies on 
Testimony Already Given. 


The hearing before Inspector Brooks at, 
Police Headquarters on the conduct of cer- 
tain policemen at ‘the riot on July 30 be- 
tween the employes of Hoe & Co.. and Jews 
attending the funeral of Rabbi Joseph was 
continued yesterday. Lawyer Foster L. 
Backus appeared for the accused policemen. 

Lawyer B. Spellman, who appeared for 
the complainants, asked Inspector Brooks 
to allow him to rest the case, saying that 
Elias A. Cohen,,one of the original wit- 
nesses, had autherized him to withdraw his 
(Cohen's) complaint, and that he wished to 
end the case on the testimony already 
given. 

Inspector Brooks replied that he would 
not order the case closed until every per- 


son had had a chance to be heard, and that 
he wanted Cohen to come to the hearing 
and state his position. 

Mr. Cohen entered and said he had put 
the matter entirely in the hands of Kir. 
Spellman, and that as far as he was con- 
cerned the case was closed. He did not 
care to produce the witnesses mentioned 
in his letter to Mayor Low. The prosecu- 
tion was then permitted to close its case. 

The defense was begun, but nothing more 
had been brought out than the fact that 
the Jews had received a permit for their 


funeral parade, when an adjournment was 
taken until this morning.

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WALL STREET CROWD 
CAN'T PICK WINNERS 


The Saratoga Sporting Game Too 
Much for Financiers. 


Peculiarities of the Professional Bettors 
—The Bookmakers and Their Busi- 
ness — Starter Fitzgerald Ill— 
Mme.Janauschek’s Condition. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SARATOGA, N. Y., Aug. 11.—The daily 
downpour of rain came to-day while every- 
body and his sisters and his aunts were 
at the races. The men had gone there in 
their white flannels and duck suits, and 
the ladies had decked themselves in their 
thinnest and most ravishing frocks. The 
storm was preceded by a fierce display 
of lightning, which was seen to the best 
advantage from the open grand stand. It 
was eo fearful that there was a stampede 
of ladies into the clubhouse, where they 
tried their best not to see the jagged bolts 
which bombarded the distant view. 

The track was in excellent comdition and 
the racing spirited. The event of the day 
was the victory of the horse Runnels in 
the third race. Though one of the firm of 
tipsters had declared the horse impossible 
to beat, not even his owners cared to back 
him, and several men who had bet on him 
asked the bookmakers to change their bets, 
a favor refused in every instance. The 
odds against the horse were 5 to 2 at first, 
but went up to 10 to 1 by the time the ani- 
mal came to the post. It was what the 
sporting men call the chance of & lifetime. 

It seems to me that no one knows any- 
thing about what will happen in a race and 
that winning and losing are matters of the 
purest luck at least seven times in ten. 
The experience of the plucky and indomita- 
ble Wull Street contingent now playing 
the races here amply bears out this moral. 
They have exercised their best judgment 
every day for eight days, and they are 
Josers to-day. During the same period 
they are reputed to have made some very 
profitable play in Wall Street. They: under- 
stood Wall Street, and something more 
than luck is a factor in success, but this 
betting on horses is not their forte—if, in- 
deed, it is anybody’s. The noble ally of 
man is a mightily expensive beast. If you 
keep a stable you are sure to lose heavily, 
and if you keep no stable, but bet on other 
men’s horses, you have heavy odds against 


you. 


PECULIARITIES OF BETTORS. 


The peculiarities of the professional bet- 
ting men are forced upon general attention 
here by reason of the conspicuousness of 
these “‘sports.’"" They are not so very nu- 
merous; nothing like the crowd one sees at 
Sheepshead Bay or Morris Park. I do not 
believe there are quite 400, all told. But 
what strange creatures they are! They 
spend all their hours, except when they are 
in bed or at the races, standing along 
Broadway—mainly in front of the Grand 
Union Hotel—as publicly and fixedly as the 
statues on the front of the Town Hall of 
Brussels, They are never known to sit 
down and they are too nervous to keep still 
even while they emulate the example of the 
lampposts along their favorite curbstones. 
When they are not pulling their mustaches 
or chewing toothpicks they are manipulat- 
ing their faces. The hands of St. Vitus were 
not more restless than theirs. 

Though they all come together, they like 
the neighborhood of one another better 
than each other’s company. They stand 
singly or in twos or threes—never in knots 
or crowds. They distrust each other and 
themselves, being afraid they may be led 
to “give away” what they think they 
know about the horses and more afraid 
some one will “ stuff them” with tips that 
are not true. 

Some are negroes, some are of Irish and 
some of Hebrew stock. Nearly all are 
young and yet there are old men among 
them. They dress as simply and comfort- 
ably as possible, in business suits, with 
straw hats and little or no jewelry. Like 
all Americans of every class, except the 
farmers, they keep themselves neat and 
clean. They all and always appear to have 
plenty of money and one-hundred-dollar 
bills are as familiar to them as five-dollar 
bills are to most of us. They will bet like 
millionaires on a holiday, but in all other 
respects they are exceedingly close with 
their money. Their idea is that bank notes 
were made to bet with, and it is sinful to 
put them to any other use. One day a 
man at the Grand Union asked a prosper- 
ous betting man to dine with him. 

“ What?" the sport exclaimed, “ why, a 
@inner’]] cost a dollar and a half in there.” 
“ But I will pay for it,” said the other. 

*“*No,"”’ said the sport. ‘“‘It is too extrav- 
agant. I couldnt eat a dinner like that if 
I knew what it cost.” 

Then he went on talking about his rea- 
son for putting $500 on this horse and more 
upon another. 

These chaps, as a rule, are spare and 
eager, often hungry looking. They are by 
no means a happy lot, Iam told. They live 
and count upon such uncertainty, such 
risks, and such chances that they are 
never at ease and seldom inclined for fun. 
What disorganizes their natures is the 
thing. they tome to demand as the price of 
living—continual strain and excitement. 
When bedtime comes, the stores on Broad- 
way shut up and the street begins to dark- 
en, they separate to seek the smallest ho- 
tels and the boarding houses. In all prob- 
ability they count the night hours as so 
much time wasted because there is no rac- 
ing then. 

The old and narrow philosophy of a pulpit 
less liberal than ours of to-day would have 
held these men up as examples of all that 
good men should shun. I cannot think that 
is fair. It is true that they do no good by 
their mode of life, but it is equally certain 
that they do little harm. They get along 
without what we cal] work, but no one who 
studies them with intelligent observation 
would exchange a working life for theirs. 
They may be very kind to their flesh and 
blood and their friends. At all events, there 
are hundreds in Saratoga who are worse 
citizens than these poor betting men, and, 
even if these worse ones do hold their heads 
higher, they deceive no one by doing so. 


THE BOOKMAKERS. 


And now, in pursuing a study of all the 
types peculiar to Saratoga, let us go on 
and take up the bookmakers. There also 
are fewer than at the tracks nearer town. 
Only 107 are registered here, and only 57 
of these belong to the Metropolitan Turf 
Association. I get these figures from Mr. 
Cavanagh, who knows the subject to its 
finger tips, and who serves here as the 
umpire and arbitrator between “the 
bookies "” and the public. This gives him a 
great deal to do, because a large part of 
the “‘losers"’ at the races imagine they 
have a grievance against the men who took 
‘their bets. Mr. Cavanagh, also, in a way, 
---wouches for, if he does not guarantee, the 
honesty and responsibility of the men who 
hake the books at this track, and he tells 
» me that, since the new anti-gambling law 
went into effect eight years ago, there have 
only been eight welchers among the 
“bookies"’ at the great and respectable 
tracks. 

In that time as many as 5,000 men have 
tried bookmaking. They imagined that it 
was easy work and certain to be profitable. 
In a very short while the gréat majority 
| Jost their capital and learned that it is a 


j serious and difficult business, 


requiring 
considerable capital, a steady nerve, a cool 
head, and a trained experience. The book- 
maker who simply takes every bet that is 
offered may win a great deal, but in the 
long run he is certain to lose even more 
heavily. He must consult his sheetkeeper 
constantly, to learn how much money is 
bet and how much he stands to lose. He 
may thus come to refuse bets on certain 
horses or even to laying private bets out- 
side for himself in order to hedge against 
probable losses in his day’s business. To 
follow with servile imitation the odds given 
by such an expert as Burke of, the M. T. 
A., so far as Burke’s slate reveals it, is by 
no means a guarantee of the same success 
that Mr. Burke enjoys, for he is never ig- 
norant of the balance for or against him 
and guides his business as his sheet warns 
him and by means that a tyro could never 
guess and a copier could never imitate. 

The welchers in our days are the public. 
Nobody guarantees their uprightness and 
responsibility, and they are not 80 watched 
and surrounded by envious competitors and 
telitales as the bookmakers. Any man who 
has built up a reputation for having ready 
money can welch on his bet when he loses, 
and a great many do not hesitate to do this. 
The true story is told of a man who lald 
heavy bets at Sheepshead Bay one day 
last year, and yet had no money to war- 
rant his play. His “bets were all losers, 
and he disappeared from the track. Some- 
body met him in town a day or two later 
and asked him how he came to play the 
part of a scoundrel and a swindler as he 
had. 

“I think I must have lost my head,” he 


replied, 


It is a fair presumption that he would 
not have maligned his head if his bets had 
been successful. 


WHY COL. CHINN SWORE OFF. 


They say that Col. Chinn of Louisville 
can never be found when he has not a 
witty and original speech on tap.

McMILLAN FUNERAL PLANS. 


Private Service Will Be Held Over the 
Senator’s Remains in Manchester, 
and Others in Detroit. 


MANCHESTER, Mass., Aug. 11.—F. H. 
McMillan and W. C. McMillan, sons of the 
late Senator James McMillan, and Mrs. P. 
H. McMillan, reached Manchester from De- 
troit this afternoon. They were driven at 
once to Engle Head, the McMillan Summer 
residence. 

Later, plans for the funeral were dis- 
cussed, and it was decided that a brief pri- 
vate eervice should be held at Eagle Head 
Wednesday forenoon. Prayers by a local 
clergyman will be the only proceeding. The 
body then will be taken to a private funer- 
al car at the Boston and Maine Railroad 
station here. A special train will carry the 
family and the body to Boston, and thence 
directly to Detroit, Senator McMillan’s 
home. 

At Detroit public funeral services will be 
held Thursday afternoon, with the Rev. Dr. 
Barr of the Jefferson Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, pastor of the deceased, officiating. 

A private burial service will be held Fri- 
day afternoon, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—Senator Frye, 
President pro tem. of the Senate, has ap- 
pointed the following committee to attend 
the funeral of the late Senator McMillan: 
Messrs. Allison, Bacon, Burrows, Cockrell, 
Cullom, Fairbanks, Foraker, Gallinger, 
Hale, Hanna, Kean, Lodge, Martin, Mason, 
McComas, Pritchard, and Wetmore. 

Speaker Henderson, who is at Atlantic 
City, has requested Representative Corliss 
of Michigan to communicate with the mem- 
bers of the Michigan delegation in Con- 
gress, and secure their presence as the 
members of the House committee to attend 
the funeral of the Senator. They as well 
as the Senate committee will assemble in 
Detroit to attend the funeral. " 


LANSING, Mich., Aug. 11.—Gov. Bliss 
last night issued a proclamation on the 
death of Senator McMillan, ordering the 
flags on the Capitol and all other State 
buildings to be half masted until after the 
funeral. During the funeral services all 


State Departments will be closed, and, as 
far as circumstances will admit, the Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court, State officers, 
and heads of departments are requested 
to attend the obsequies. 


DETROIT, Aug. 11.—Congressman John 
B. Corliss to-day received from Oyster 
Bay, L. IL. the following telegram, in an- 
swer to one sent to President Roosevelt 
yesterday, announcing the death of Senator 
MeMillan: 

“The President learns with deep regret 
of the death of Senator McMillan, and 
wishes you would extend to the members 
of the family his deep sympathy in their 
bereavement.

SENATOR BURROWS GRIEVED. 


At Oyster Bay He Eulogizes Senator 
McMillan. 


OYSTER BAY, N. Y., Aug. 11.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to-day sent a telegram of 
condolence to the family of Senator Mc- 
Millan, whose death was quite a shock to 
him. 

Senator Burrows of Michigan arrived here 
to-day and took luncheon with the Presi- 
dent. He was greatly grieved by the an- 
nouncement of the death of his colleague. 

‘Senator McMillan was one of the 
strongest and best men of Michigan,” said 
he, ‘‘and his death will be a severe blow 
to the State_as_well as to the Nation. He 
. Fs ~~ — eo -- - — a, oo -o 
was a wise counselor and a distinguisia 
statesman, and one of the most potent 
influences in the Senate. His political afd 
business vision was keen and his advice 
always was sought upon any great ques- 
tion affecting his party or his country. 

‘“‘In Michigan he was loved and honored 
above almost any other man and his place 
will be difficult to fill. The National Capi- 


tal loses in him one of its ablest and most 
influential friends, for, as Chairman of 
the Senate Committee ‘on the District of 
Columbia, he was in position to promote, 
if not absolutely carry out, his comprehen- 
sive ideas as to the development of Wash- 
ington. His death will be mourned uni- 


ersally.” 

VSenator Burrows’s visit to the President 
was largely of a personal character, al- 
though they talked about Mr. Roosevelt's 
trip to Michigan to be made while he is 
on his Northwestern tour. 


DEATH OF CINCINNATI MERCHANT. 


The Body of William D. Castleberry 
Found in the Hotel Audubon. 


William D. Castleberry, a lumber mer- 
chant, of Cincinnati, Ohio, died suddenly in 
his room in the Hotel Audubon, Broadway 
and Thirty-ninth Street, yesterday after- 
noon. He went to the hotel on July 22. He 
retired late on Sunday night. His body 
was found on the bed. A physician who 
was summoned said that death came sud- 
denly, but he was wee to determine the 


cause. There were no indications that the 
man committed suicide. 

When Mr. Castleberry came to this city 
his mother, Mrs. Carrie D. Castleberry, 
was with him. She is now at 308 Eighth 
Street, Asbury Park, N. J. It was said 
that his wife was with him at the hotel 
until about ten days ago, when she went 
West, owing to the illness of her mother. 


ALDERMAN BRIDGES BURIED. 


One of the Largest Funerals Ever Con- 
ducted in Brooklyn—Throngs 
at the Church. 


One of the largest, and in many respects 
one of the most interesting, funerals ever 
conducted in Brooklyn was that of the late 
Alderman James J. Bridges yesterday. The 
services, in the Church of St. Anne, at 
Front and Gold Streets, attracted a great 
throng of men, women, and children, which 
overflowed the church and filled the street 
for a block on either side. The tenements 
of the Fifth Ward were deserted for the 
time. Besides the neighbors, there were 
many city officials and politicians in the 
crowd. 


As early as daybreak mourners began 
streaming into the house at 285 Front 
Street. Most of those who came early 
were workmen. The street in front of the 
house became so jammed with people by 
9 o'clock that a detail of police had to be 
called to clear the way for the carriages. 
The room in which the casket rested was 
almost filled with floral pieces. Conspicu- 
ous wés a chair that had been made to 


appear like one in the Aldermanic Cham- 

er, on which appeared, in immortelles, 
the word “ Vacant.” The piece was from 
the members of the board. 

The Aldermen met at the Borough Hall 
at 8:45 o'clock, and marched from there 
to the Bridges home, The casket was 
taken from the house soon after the arrival 
of the Aldermen and carried on the shoul- 
ders of eight veterans of the civil war, with 
whom Mr, Bridges had served, to the 
church, about a block away. The casket 
was covered by an American flag. It was 
followed to the church by the members of 
the Board of Aldermen, headed by Vice 
President McInnes. The honorary pall 
bearers were Borough President Cantor of 
Menhattan, Borough President Cromwell 
of Richmond, Aldermen McInnes, Wafer, 
Wentz, Stewart, Diemer, Kenney, Tibbetts, 
Keeley, Goodman, Owens, McCall, Glass, 
and Willett, and twelve members of the 
Clarence D. Mackenzie Post, Grand Army 
of the Republic. 

The mass was ce®brated by, the Rev. 
Father McGroaney, assisted by the Rev. 
Fathers Reynolds and Mann. After the 
mass the choir sang ‘‘ Nearer, My God, to 
Thee,” and Mr. Bridges’s favorite song, 
“One Sweetly Solemn Thought.” Father 
McGreaney in his eulogy said: 

‘““Some leaders are above the people. 
This man was of the people and for the 
people. The poor will miss a good and 
true friend and his death is a Joss to us 
all. Unlearned, unpolished, yet his hon- 
esty and integrity, his force and original- 
ity, commanded the respect of all who 
ever knew him. He has left a happy 
Eoenety behind him. Let us not forget

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


The professional talent of the Stock 
Exchange worried “copiously yesterday 
over the money market outlook. The fact 
that there is nothing in the money mar- 
ket outlook to cause worry or excitement 
whatsoever cuts no figure. The talent 
having decided that it was the season for 
worry, it worried. Money on call was 
lifted away up to 4 per cent. This was 
heralded as very grave. Suggestive of 
conditions deplorable enough to produce 
panic was this charge of two-thirds of 
the legal rate for loans—so the oracles all 
proclaimed; and coincidently all the pes- 
simistic room traders made _ sorties 
against the whole list. At the end of 
the day many stocks were off as much 
as a whole point, though there were a 
number similarly advanced. In frac- 
tional changes the bears had the victory 
by large majority, most of the insignifi- 
cant changes being declines. And at the 
close of business the raiders were in 
high glee; the beginning of the end was 
at hand. Finally the prefense that there 
is prosperity in the land is to be swept 
away. 

And the way Wall Street professional 
talent has started in to demolish the fool- 
ish theory that good times can flourish 
here is by selling stocks speculatively 
“short” on an extended scale. This 
manner of campaigning is hardly new. 
It has been tried regularly twice a week 
straight through four or five years—with 
results unvarying in cheerlessness for 
the campaigners. 


The admirable logic by which Wall 
Street bears reach the gloomy conclusion 
that the security market ought to go to 
pieces centres chiefly in extraordinary 
grain crops now ready to be harvested. 
They see in this an overwhelming catas- 
trophe. Two thousand millions of bush- 
els of grain are to be reaped, transport- 
ed to market, sold to waiting consumers 
here and abroad. Superficial folks would 
consider this an exhibit not very much 
bristling with threats of disaster, but the 
Wall Street bear sees deeper, his supe- 
rior realization of what is awful. It 
takes ‘money to harvest corn, to ship 
oats, to export wheat—and where is the 
money going to come from—where, when 
already the money market has run away 
up to 4 per cent. for call loans (though 
confidentially nine-tenths of yesterday’s 
business was done around 3 per cent.)— 
where, indeed, when borrowers are con- 
fronted with the devastating demand of 
New York banks for 4% or 5 per cent. to 
make loans lasting merely half a year 
ahead? Ah, a very sad affair, this 
money market scare. 

In yesterday’s total business, falling 
short of 600,000 shares, Rock Island had 
early conspicuousness, falling between 5 
and 6 points, though only about 3,500 
shares of the stock were quoted. Liquli- 
dation by minority stockholders indis- 
posed to accept the recent curio finance 
plans of the company’s new managers 
was one reason advanced in explanation 
of the decline. More probably the drop 
was engineered by the insiders them- 
selvés, who (being wideawake gentlemen 
and knowing a thing or two of human 
nature) have for some time past been 
tempting critics into short accounts. A 
corner in Rock Island would be no great 
accomplishment, with the stock held as 
it is, but such an incident would be much 
more serious as a bear stock market fac- 
tor than all the foolish talk of money 
market distress can be. Memories of last 
year’s Northern Pacific spree have not 
yet vanished. ;

MONTHLY CROP REPORT. 


Reports from All the Agricultural States 
Indicate Favorable Conditions. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—According to the 
monthly report of the Statistician of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the averags condition of 
spring wheat Aug. 1 was 89.7; winter wheat, 
13.8; corn, 86.5; oats, 89.4. The amount of oats 
in farmers’ hands was estimated at 4.2 per cent. 

The condition of corn on Aug. 1 was 86.5, as 
compared with 87.5 on July 1, 1902; 54 on Aug. 
1, 1901; 87.5 at the corresponding date in 1900, 
and a ten-year average of 84. There has been 
an improvement during the month of 10 points 
in Pennsylvania, 7 in Indiana and Wisconsin, 4 
in Ohio, Tilinois and Kansas; 3 in Iowa, and 11 
in Nebraska. This spbstantial improvement in 
the most importarit® corn States undoubtedly 
would have resulted in a marked improvement 
in the average for the entire country but for the 
fact that fourteen southern States, containing 
86.8 per cent. of the total corn acreage, show an 
average decline during July of 10.7 points. 

The statistician estimates the Winter wheat 
crop at about 380,000,000 bushels, or an average 
of 18.8 bushels per acre. While this estimate 
is subject to revision, threshing not being suf- 
ficiently advanced in the more northerly sec- 
tions of the Winter wheat belt to justify the 
making of a definite and final estimate at this 
time, it is based on reports of yield per acre, in 
bushels, received from correspondents and 2pe- 
cial field agents. If the estimate !s higher than 
was indicated by previous reports of condition, 
it is due to the fact that the crop is turning out 
somewhat better than was expected. The est!- 
mated average yield per acre in the principal 
States is as follows, the States being arranged 
in order of acreage: Kansas, 8.7; Misosuri, 18.2; 
California, 15; Indiana, 15; Ohio, 16;- Illinois, 
16.6; Nebraska, 22; Pennsylvania, 15; Oklahoma, 
11.6; Michigan, 17.4. 

The average condition of Spring wheat on Aug. 
1 was 89.7, as compared with 92.4 last month, 
80.3 on Aug. 1, 1901; 56.4 at the oorresponding 
date in 1900, and a ten-year average of 80. There 
was a decline during July of 2 points in Minne- 
sota, 3 in North Dakota. 9 in Nebraska, and 12 
in Iowa. On the other hand, ths crop of South 
Dakota is reported at 1 point higher than even 
the high figure, 94, reported last month, and 
the condition in Minnesota, North Dakota, and 
Nebraska, notwithstanding the decline above 
mentioned, is still considzrably above the ten- 
year average. 

The average condition of oats was 89.4, against 
92.1 last month, 73.6 on Aug. 1, 1901; 85 at the 
corresponding date in 1900, and a ten-year aver- 
age of 82.2. There has been an improvement of 
1 point in Indiana, 5 points in New York, 7 in 
Pennsylvania, and 8 in Ohio. On the other 
hand, there has been a decline of 1] point in 
Michigan and Minnesota, 2 points in Illinots, 3 
in Wisconsin, 9 in Nebraska, and 12 in Iowa. 
All the principal oat States, however, whether 
reporting an improvement or a decline, still 
have an avcrage condition comparing favorably 
with their ten-year avernges. 

The proportion of the oat crop of last year still 
in the hands of farmers is estimated at 4.2 per 
cent., as compared with 5.9 per cent. of the 
crop of 1900 in farmers’ hands one year ago, and 
6.8 per cent. of the crop of 1899 in farmers’ 
hands two years ago. 

The average condition of barley declined 8.5 
points during July, but on Aug. 1 it was still 
3.8 points higher than at the corresponding date 
in 1901; 18.6 points higher than on Aug. 1, 1900, 
and 6.8 points above the mean of the ten-year 
averages. During July there was an improys- 
ment of 4 points in New York, and a decline of 


1 point in Kansas and Washington, 2 points in 
California and North Dakota, 4 in nnesota, 
5 in Wisconsin and South Dakota, and 8 in Iowa. 

The average condition of Spring rye improved 
1.2 points during July. On Aug. 1 it was 6.9 
points higher than on Aug. 1, 1900, and 5.3 
points above the mean of the acreage for the

ORLANDO M. HARPER SUSPENDS 


Cotton Goods Commission . Merchant 
Who Could Not Meet the Competi- 
tion of Active Business. 


The suspension of Orlando M. Harper, 
cotton goods commission merchant at 108 
Worth Street, was announced yesterday. 
The first intimation of any trouble was in 
a notice, posted on the door of his place 
of business, which read: ‘‘ Closed on ac- 
count of suspension of business.”’ In- 
quirers were informed that Mr. Harper 
would go into bankruptcy as soon as the 
necessary legal papers could be prepared. 

Bradstreet’s reports state that Mr. Har- 
per began business for himself in this city 
in April, 1888, having previously been for 
two years with J. H. Lane & Co., where 
he had several Southern accounts. He 
came to this city from Pittsburg, Penn., 
where he had been for twenty years a 
manufacturer, and had been President of 
the Eagle Cotton Mills Company of Pitts- 
burg. His father was a bank President 
in that city. 

No information was furnished yesterday 
concerning Mr. Harper's assets and lia- 
bilities.

RIOT THREATENED IN COURT. 


Intense Excitement at Arraignment of 
Octogenarian Italian and His Wife, 
Accused of Murder. 


The Tombs Police Court was filled to 
overflowing yesterday morning with excit- 
ed Italians, the relatives, friends, and parti- 
sans of the octogenarian Antonio Ziropoli, 
and of Pietro Guardino, whom he 1s al- 
leged to have murdered during the fracas 
in Elizabeth Street'on Sunday. So threat- 
ening was the attitude of the crowd, among 
wham women predominated, that when Zir- 
opoli and “the other prisoners taken after 
the fight were arraigned, Magistrate Ho- 
gan, fearing a riot might be precipitated, 
told the detectives to take their prisoners 
before the Coroner without delay. 

To avoid the excited crowd the detectives 
instead of leading their charges through 
the courtroom took them down stairs 
through the court prison, out into the 
street, then through a side door into the 
Coroner's office There the two factions 
were separated, those of the Ziropoli party 
being taken to Coroner Brown's room, be~+ 
fore whom the arraignment was made, and 
the Guardino party to Coroner Golden- 
kranz’s room. 

Before Coroner Brown the officers ar- 
raigned Ziropoli and his wife, Carmello, 
who ts thirty-one years his junior, charg- 
ing them with the murder. They were held 
as principals and sent to the Tombs, pend- 
ing a hearing to-day. The following were 
held as witnesses and sent to the House of 
Detention: Michael Ziropoli, twenty, son 
of the alleged murderer; Leo Guardino, 
twenty-seven, of 117 Elizabeth Street, 
brother of the dead man; Mary Purigina, 


twenty-seven, of 126 Elizabeth Street; Lo- 
renzo Maistola, twenty-nine, of 118 Eliza- 
beth Street; Rosie Guardino, eighteen, 
widow of the murdered man; Kate Guar- 
dino, sixteen, a sister; Stephen Guardino, 
twenty, a brother, of 123 Elizabeth Street, 
and Accurzo De Chiarello, fourteen, of 140 
Elizabeth Street. 

Mrs. Ziropoli was in a hysterical condi- 
tion, and had to be _ supported, Rosie 
Guardino, the wife of the murdered man, 
was also hysterical. Many of the witnesses 
and others in the rooms bore marks of the 
fight which was on when the murder was 
committed. 


REMARKABLE SKY SPECTACLE. 





Brilliant Color Effects After the Shower 
of an Hour—Crowds Gazed in 
Admiration. 


The rainstorm that broke with great sud- 
denness over the city a few minutes before 
6 o'clock yesterday afternoon dispersed 
the oppressive heat which had made the 
day one of the most uncomfortable of the 
present Summer. 

The storm came when people were hurry- 
ing to the railroads and ferries, and thou- 
sands were drenched before reaching 
places of shelter. A few minutes before 
the storm broke a great black cloud ap- 
peared in the north, and as it passed over 
the city the rain came, big drops of water 
equal in size to small hailstones falling 
first and being followed quickly by a min- 
iature deluge. 

Just as the shower ended beautiful color 
effects of nature were observed. Thou- 
sands of persons stopped to gaze for min- 
utes at the western sky line, and the un- 
usual spectacle was presented of crowds, 
which ordinarily are hurrying homeward, 
standing wrapped in admiration of nature's 
beauties. 

It was a few minutes before 7 o'clock 
when the rain ceased. Almost immediately 
the bank of clouds in the west broke and 
the sun shone through. Not on the city, 
though, for it was after sunset, but on the 
rolling masses of vapor overhead, to which 
the dying surilight gave an unnaturally 
bright, almost weird, effect. 

Simultaneously the clouds began to lift 

the western horizon, and there ap- 
peared first a wide border of sepia-colored 

y; then, sharply defined against it, a rib- 
bon of bright blue; above that again a thin 
streak of old gold, with patches of carna- 
tion and brown upon it. Then came the 
rolling masses of sun-lit vapor, which, re- 
flecting the light of the sinking sun, cast 
upon the city an intense vellow glare. 

In the hour from the commencement of 
the shower until its end the thermometer 
fell ten degrees, and one of the hottest 
days of the season was succeeded by“a 
comparatively cool evening. 


BOARD OF HEALTH’S POWER. 


It Has Jurisdiction Over Raines Law 
Hotels, in the Opinion of the 
Corporation Counsel. 


Commissioner Lederle of the Department 
of Health on April 24 wrote to the Cor- 
poration Counsel for an opinion as to the 
jurisdiction of the department over Raines 
law hotels. The Commissioner had been 
in receipt of numerous complaints regard- 
ing the sanitary condition of certain of the 
hotels in question, and the proprietors had 


jurisdiction over them. The reply of Cor- 
poration Counsel Rives was made public 
yesterday. He says: : 

Whether or not the buildings specified may 
proparly be regarded as hotels under the defini- 
tion of the liquor tax law is immaterial. Even 
assuming that they conform in all respects to 
the provisions of the liquor tax law, they can, 
at the same time, be regarded as lodging 
houses. The definition of a lodging house under 
Section 1,305 of the charter is, in my opinion, 
broad enough to embrace the buildings de- 
scribed. 

Section 1:305 is as follows: 

A lodging house shall be taken to mean and 
include any house or building or portion thereof 
in which persons are harbored or received or 
jodg2d for hire, for a single night or for less 
than a week at one time, or any part of which 
is let for any person to sleep in for any time 
les sthan a week. 

Commissioner Lederle said yesterday that 
at the time of the smallpox contagion a 
number of guests of lodging houses moved 
into Raines law hotels, under the impres- 
sion that they would thus remove them- 
selves from the jurisdiction of the De- 
partment of Health. 


RULING IN REGAN CASE. 


Charges of Bribery and Perjury Dis- 
missed—Testimony to be Heard 
on Other Charges. 


Deputy Police Commissioner Thurston 
announced yesterday his ruling on the mo- 
tion to dismiss the four charges against 
Policeman Stephen J. Regan, who was 
wardman for Capt. Herlihy. The charges 
were that he neglected duty in regard to 
the disorderly houses in the Fourth Pre- 
cinct; that he received various sums of 
money; that he went to Capt. Herlihy and 
told him the questions the District Attor- 
ney had asked him in connection with the 
charges .that had been made against the 
Captain, and that he committed perjury in 
the triai of Capt. Herlihy, when he testi- 
fied that he did not know of any disorderly 
houses in his precinct. 

Commissioner Thurston has dismissed the 
second and fourth charges. In dismissing 
the bribery charge he said that the evi- 
dence rests entirely upon the statement of 
a man who is a confessed Jiar, and cannot 
be accepted without corroboration. Re- 
garding the perjury charge he said that it 
was very hard to determine whether Regan 
meant that he did not know of any house 
of a disorderly kind or whether he meant 
that he knew of none against which he 
could obtain legal evidence. 

The defense will be required to submit 
testimony on the firSt and third charges.

‘AND NAVY WAR GAMES 


Fleet to Run Sound Forts and 
Coast Defenses. 


Military Part of the Manoeuvres to be 
Secret—Tugs to be Allowed to Fol- 
low Ships, as in Actual Warfare. 


¢ 

Army and navy experts are now engaged 
in the extremely difficult task of drawing 
up rules for the army and navy manoeuvres 
or “war game" which will be played at 
the eastern entrance of Long Island Sound 
from Aug. 20 to Sept..6. The ships of the 
navy will be followed by newspaper tugs, 
as in time of actual war. On the army 
side, however, there will be only the secret 
coast defenses engaged. To admit newspa- 
per men or any one else to these would be 
violating one of the strict regulations of 
the service. 

‘““We are very anxious that the public 
should know about our side of the game,” 
said one prominent army officer yesterday, 
‘*but we scarcely know how it is to be done 
without divulging our secrets, which we 
can't do.” 

In addition to the complicated work of 
drawing up the rules of the contest, prep- 
arations for the ‘‘game”’ in two other 
particulars are going on at a rapid pace 
at present. The army is mobilizing suffi- 
cient men at the forts involved to man 
the guns. The searchlights are being placed 
in order, cobwebs are being removed from 
the works, and preparations for real action 
are going on. The guns, ammunition, and 
other facilities will, when the warfare be- 
gins, be in trim for actual conflict. 

“You see, When a battleship is afloat 
and in. commission,” said an army officer, 
“she is just as much ready for action in 
peace as in war. With a land fortification 
it is different, and things are apt to lapse 
into what Mr. Cleveland called ‘ innocuous 
desuetude,’ unless they are stirred up a 
bit. That is what is being done with the 
forts’ now.” 

The forts specially involved are: In the 
District of Narragansett—Fort Adams, at 
Newport, R. I.; Fort Wetherill, R. I.; Fort 
Greble, R. 1, and Fort Redman, Mass. In 
the District of New London—Fort H. G. 
Wright, N. Y.; Fort Michie, N. Y.; Fort 
Trumbull, Conn.; Fort Terry, N. Y., and 
Fort Mansfield. Fort Terry is on Plum 
Island and Fort Michie is on Gull Island, 
in the Sound. In the war game these will 
be commanded by Major Gen. MacArthur, 
Gen. Hasbrouck, and Col. Davis. 

On the navy side, the special preparations 
consist in the mobilization, now in prog- 
ress, of the fleet to take part in the game. 
This fleet will be under command of Rear 
Admiral Higginson. The first-class battle- 
ship Kearsarge will be the flagship. Then 
there will be the armored cruiser Brooklyn, 
flying the flag of Rear Admiral Coghlan, 
second in command; the first-class battle- 
ships Alabama and Massachusetts, the 
cruisers Olympia, Cincinnati, and Mont- 
gomery, the gunboats Gloucester, May- 
flower, Scorpion, Hist, Leyden, Nina, and 
Peoria, the converted cruisers Prairie, Pan- 
ther, and Supply, and seven torpedo boats. 

The problem of the first week of the 
war game will be, Are the coast defenses 
of Long Island Sound and the advance 
guard of the United States fleet capable of 
preventing the landing of an invading 
army? In the. second week the question 
will be, Are the coast defenses of Long 
Island Sound capable of preventing the 
appreach to New York Harbor of a large 
hostile fleet when the navy of the country 
happens to be away looking after some 
other fleet of the enemy? 

The first move will be on Aug. 20, when 
the converted cruisers will be detached 
from Rear Admiral Higginson’s squadron 
and go to sea. They will then, within the 
ensuing seven days, seek to pass the de- 


fending squadron and forts and establish 
a base of supplies and action within the 
sphere of activities. It will be supposed 
that these swift-moving vessels are the 
advance guard of an approaching fleet of 
trenspcrts protected by a large squadron 
of battleships, and that if the advance 
guard can get by the larger force is’ capa- 
ble of doing likewise. 

Rear Admiral Higginson’s plan of de- 
fense will be to send out scouts, and upon 
the value of their work will depend the 
success of the defending squadron’s ef- 
forts. The scouts will attempt to pick up 
the enemy's fleet and hold on to it until a 
decisive action can be fought. Commander 
John E. Pillsbury of the Prairie, who will 
command the invaders, will seek to elude 
the defending squadron at night, in a fog, 
or in any manner possible. 

In case the invaders should be picked up 
after they have passed the defending fleet 
and an attack should be made, the ques- 
tiou of success will become somewhat more 
complicated. If the defending fleet can 
catch the invaders in time to bring their 
ships within range for a sufficient time to 
detuclish them before their men can be 
landed, the defending squadron will be con- 
siccred to have won. But if the converted 
cruisers are able to effect a landing, their 
part of the game will have been won, and 
it will have been shown that the navy and 
the coast defenses are weak in a critical 
place. A 

On Aug. 26 it will be considered that the 
invading and the defending navy have made 
peace and decided to join forces. At any 
rate, the whole fleet will be' united under 
Rear Admiral Higginson and will go to 
sea. It will be supposed that the coast 
defenses are left entirely unaided by ships 
ot war, that the country’s nayy has gone 
to fight a squadron of the enemy in some 
distant locality. 

Rear Admiral Higginson will then at- 
tempt to pass the forts at the entrance to 
the Sound and get within hailing. distance 
of New York Harbor. Deprived of scouts 
and mariné forces of all kinds, the coast 
defender. will have to depend at night upon 
searchhghts and in daytime upon tele- 
scopes, lighthouses, &c>, for their infor- 
mation. 

As soon as the ships of the squadron get 
within firing distance of a fort to be at- 
tacked, they will get into action. The 
firing will be done with sub-calibre guns. 
This will be for the purpose of saving 
large quantities of powder, and yet give 
the men training in the use of all the 
guns of the ships and forts. The sub- 
calibre gun ‘is a small gun placed within a 
larger one. Blank cartridges will, of 
course, be fired. 

A record will have to be made aboard 
ship of every shot fired, every distance 
from which it is fired, &c. Records wiil 
also be kept of the shots and the range of 
firing from the forts. The rules governing 
the firing and the effectiveness of it in the 
actual fighting will be the most compli- 
cated part of the whole affair. An idea of 
the difficulty of these calculations for pur- 
poses of a *‘ game’"’ may be had from the 
followin illustration, suggested by an 
army officer yesterday: 

If a big shell is fired from a fort when a 
battleship is 3,000 yards from shore, if 
the shell struck the armor side of the ship 
it would have little or no effect. If it ex- 
ploded on the deck it would probably put 
the ship out of commission immediately. 
It will be calculated that if a ship comes 
within range and remains so for a certain 
period, while firing is going on from the 
fort, and sufficient guns have been fired 
by the fort to finish the vessel's career 
under ordinary circumstances, that ship 
is out of the game. The calculations of 
both ships and forts will have to be com- 
pared to establish the exact conditions and 
the umpires will then have to make their 
decision as to the winner. The hope of 
the navy will be, theoretically, to destroy 
all the fortifications and be im position to 
approach New York Harbor. 

The umpires will make their awards, 
and for appeals from the decision of the 
umpires, courts of arbitration will be estab- 
lished. 

Four umpires have already been appoint- 
ed to apply the rules which shall be estab- 
lished for this mock contest. The army 
will be represented by Brig. Gen. Tasker 
H. Bliss and Lieut. Col. John P. Storey of 
the. Artillery Corps. On the part of the 
navy there will be Rear Admiral Cooper 
and Capt. Swift. A fifth umpire will be 
appointed to settle any point upon which 
these officers cannot agrée. ¢ 

In ordinary warfare. military and naval 
attachés of foreign Governments are al- 
lowed to accompany the army divisions, 
but there will be no divisions in this case, 
and “the “eoast: ‘fortifications are secret. 
places, carefully guarded from the sight 


of foreign military men. _— 


COUNTER PROPOSALS 


Asks Compensation from the Gov- 
ernment in War Time. 


With Few Minor Changes in Other 
Clauses President Roosevelt’s 
Wishes May. Be Met. 


George W. Clapperton, traffic manager 
of the Commercial Pacific Cable Company, 
yesterday confirmed the statement that 
the company is not satisfied with the con- 
ditions imposed in the memorandum made 
public on Saturday by President Roosevelt 
regarding the laying of the cable between 
San Francisco, the Philippines and China, 
and that a reply to the President’s terms 
would be made in a few days. 

Mr. Clapperton was not prepared to say 
what the company’s reply would be, but 
intimated that it would be fn the nature ox 
a counter proposition embodying certain 
modifications of the Administration's pro- 
posals. 

The specific terms in the President's offer 
to which the Pacific Cable Company takes 
exception, or rater the terms which have 
been added by the President to the pro- 
posals submitted by the cable company, are 


as follows: 

That the Government of the United States 
shail have authority to assume full control of 
the said cable when at war or when war is 
threatened. * * * That the United States shall 
have authority to sever, at discretion, all 
branches which may be connected with the main 
cable line aforesaid during war or threatened 
war. * * © That no liability shall be as- 
sumed by the Government of the United States 
by virtue of any control or censorship which it 
may exercise over said line in the event of war 
or civil disturbance. 

That the operators and employes of said com- 
pany, (above the grade of laborer,) after said 
cable shall have been laid, shall be exclusively 
American citizens. 

That the company shall agree to maintain an 
effective speed of transmission over the main 
cable route from California to Luzon of not less 
than twenty-five words per minute. 

In regard to the first clause mentioned, 
the cable company's offer, after agreeing 
to give the Government full right of con- 
trol and consorship in time of war, pro- 
vided that if the company showed that 
during the exercise of any of the powers 
thus accorded to the Government the re- 
ceipts to the company from the cable had 
been less than their receipts from the 
same source during a corresponding period 
on the average of the preceding three 
years, the Government should pay to the 
company as compensation such sum as 
might be settled between the Secretary of 
State and the company by agreement, or, in 
case of difference, as might be determined 


by arbitration. 

In estimating such compensation the 
cable company also asked that all the cir- 
cumstances of the case be taken into con- 
sideration, including not only the ordinary 
loss, but also any additional profit that 
might accrue from the emergency which 
gave rise to the Government's taking over 
the control of the cable. 

The Government, it will be noticed, ex- 
plicitly refuses to grant such compensation. 
This the cable company regards as unjust. 

In regard to the other clauses, the com- 


pany is disposed to meet the wishes of 
the President, with a few minor changes 
in detail. For instance, the company is 
willing to generally engage American 
citizens, byt does not wish to be bound by 
agreemen#to do so in all cases. Such an 
obligation, it holds, is an unnecessary in- 
terference with its rights. The stipulation 
that an effective speed of twenty-five 
words a minute be maintained between 
California and Luzon is another point of 
objection. It is believed, however, that 
the general rate of speed will be quite 
equal to this, and probably exceed it. The 
company also objects, as was stated in 
THE TIMES yesterday, to laying at present 
a new line between the Philippines aad 
China. 

One stipulation made by the Government 
the cable company is ready to agree to off- 
hand. That is in regard to the landing at 
Guam. In the proposals made to Congress, 
the company expressed its belief that the 
water near Guam, which is about six miles 
in depth—the deepest spot on the earth— 
made a landing impossible. rae ay | to 
the Government soundings, however, it is 
said that the abyss can be avoided, and a 
landing made at Midway. This the cable 
company is willing to do. : 

A draft embodying the company’s vari- 
ous objections to the clauses added by the 
President to the proposed contract has been 
drawn up by the company’s counsel, Will- 
jam W. Cook, and has been cabled to the 
company’s executives, now in London Clar- 
ence H. Mackay and George W. ‘Ward. 
On receipt of their reply_a communication 
will be addressed to the President. 

Some oa has been created 
by the published statements from Oyster 
Bay on Sunday that a proposal for the 
construction of the Pacific cable had been 
submitted to the Government by Thomas F. 
Clark. Mr. Clark is the Vice President of 
the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
and has, of course, no connection with the 
Commercial Cable Company's project. The 
communication which Mr. Clark had ad- 
dressed to the President, and to which At- 
torney General Knox referred, contained 
merely certain suggestions for the protec- 
tion of the public from monopoly in any 
arrangements that might be made for the 
laying of a Pacific cable. 


FIFTH AVENUE’S ILLUSION. 


New Flatiron Building Tends to Exag- 
gerate the Deceptive View. 


For a person walking down the west side 
of Fifth Avenue on a sunny morning, and 
stopping on the sidewalk about the location 
of the Holland House, a view from there 
down the avenue will seem to show that 
the east side of the avenue below Twenty- 
third Street is nearer by 20 per cent. to the 
west side than on the same avenue, above 
Madison Square. 

Since the completion of the great white 
wedge-shped structure on the plot termed 
the flatiron, bounded by Broadway, Twen- 


ty-second Street, and Fifth Avenue, the 
illusion becomes more apparent the longer 
one views the north vertical verge of the 


structure. . 
The width of the avenue is the same 


above Madison Square and below Twenty- 
third Street, but the illusion is there, not- 
withstanding. 


TRIO CHARGED WITH BURGLARY. 


Man and His Two Months’ Bride In- 


volved in Flat Looting. 


Harry Strauss, a salesman; his bride of 
two months, who live at 26 Thornton 
Street, Brooklyn, and Henry Schaeffer of 
44%, Meserole Street, were held in the Lee 
Avenue Court yesterday for a hearing to- 
morrow on a charge of burglary committed 
on Sunday night in the apartments of Mrs.

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1 MAYOR LOW APPROVES 
CITY BRIDGE FRANCHISE. 


Union Rallway Company Given Legal 
Right to Lay Trolley Tracks 
Across Macomb’s Dam. 


Mayor Low, before he started on his 
vacation, signed the franchise allowing 
the Union Railway Company the right to 
lay tracks across Macomb’s Dam Bridge. 
No announcement was made of Mayor 
Low’s signattire having been attached to 
the franchise until The City Record ap- 
peared yesterday with the approved ordi- 
nance. 

There has been a long contest between 
the railroad company and the residents of 
the. Borough of the Bronx over this mat- 
ter. -The claim of Bronx residents was 
that the railroad should be forced to lay 
its tracks so that the passengers to the 
Bronx district would not have to change 
cars and welk across the bridge, even in 
the most inclement weather. The mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen struggled 
over the franchise at many sessions. 

A public hearing was given by the Al- 
dermanic Railroad Committee on June 25, 
and a number of property owners in the 
Bronx attacked the Union Railway Com- 
pany for alleged lack of thoughtfulness 
and failure to properly attend to the de- 
sires of the passengers. Ernest Hall, since 
appointed Supreme Court Justice, was one 
of those who attacked the railroad com- 
pany, as also did ex-State Senator Guy. 

The Railroad Committee favorably acted 
on the franchise,and it now goes to the 
Beard of Estimate and Apportionment for 


that board to: fix the monetary value of 
the franchise. Eight of the members of the 
Reilroad Committee signed the report, Al- 
derman Lundy failing to do so. 

The franchise allows the laying of tracks 
and the operation of an overhead trolley 
syttem on the following roads: 

‘Commencing at the intersection of Je- 
rome and Sedgwick Avenues, at the termi- 
nus of the tracks of this company’s Je- 
rome Avenue line; thence upon and along 
the westerly approach, known as the Sedg- 
wick Avenue approach, to Central, or Ma- 
comb’s Dam, Bridge; thence southerly upon 
and along said bridge and the One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-fifth Street viaduct and 
Macomb’s Dam Road to the terminus of 
the railway of the Eighth Avenue Rail- 
road Company, between West One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-fourth and West One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-fifth Streets; also from the 
intersection of said Central, or Macomb’s 
Dam, Bridge and the One Hundred and 
Fifty-fifth Street viaduct; thence westerly 
upon and along said viaduct to the station, 
depot or terminus of the Manhattan 
Blevated Railway Company, situated be- 
tween said bridge and Bradhurst Avenue. 


STUDY AND HYPNOTISM 
SEND BOY TO BELLEVUE. 


John Finneran, 18 Years Old, Thought 
to be Insane as Result of Too 
Close Application to Work. 


Ambitious to succeed in his chosen voca- 

tion, and spurred on by the encouragement 
of his parents, John Finneran, eighteen 
years old, of 1,435 Avenue A, has studied 
so hard that he is now in Bellevue Hospital 
to be examined as to his sanity. He was 
yesterday taken from his home to the Pres- 
byterian Hospital, and from there, after 
an examination, sent to Bellevue last even- 
ing. 
The patient is the eldest son of John F. 
Finneran, a saloon keeper. He has been 
for some time in the employ of the Edison 
Electric Company. Soon after getting that 
position the boy decided to become an elec- 
trician, and at once set himself to master 
the technical principles of the science. 
He worked hard each day, and every even- 
ing found him at his home delving into 
text books on electricity. 

The boy was easily discouraged, how- 
ever, and did not think he was progressing 
as rapidly as he should. Work as he would 
he could not master and remember all the 
technical terms. He became discontented, 
it is said, and grew moody and more or less 
despondent. Then he read in a current 
periodical one of the advertisements of 
men who purport to teach the “ science of 
hypnotism,” and tell in graphic terms of 
the benefits to be derived, and of the al- 
leged successes attained by those who un- 
derstand it. d 

Younfé Finneran became interested, and 
decided to become a pupil of one of the 
“correspondence schools ”’ that teach hyp- 
notism. But he found that he could not 
master the electricity and hypnotism at the 
same time. So, the boy admits, he neg- 
lected his electrical work and went deeper 
into the study of hypnotism. 

His young acquaintances noticed the 
change in his manner, and at first could 
not understand the meaning of the strange 


movements young Finneran made with his 
hands as he passed them rapidly back and 
forth before their faces, nor did they know 
the import of the mystical phrases he some- 
times uttered. 

For the last few days the boy has been 
acting queerly. He has not been able to 
work all the time, and yesterday his father 
had Policeman Largan of the East Sixty- 
seventh Street Station called in, and re- 
quested that the lad be taken to the hos- 
pital, as he believed his mind was affected. 

On the way to Belleyue Hospital, in/the 
ambulance, Finneran became violent. He 
tried to bite Dr. Post and Policeman Moo- 
ney, and they had to put him in a strait- 
jacket. He showed symptoms of hydro- 
phobia, though, the doctor said the boy did 
not have the rabies. At the hospital he 
was placed in the insane pavilion. 


FIRE IN BANK OF NEW YORK. 


First in Its Quarters in the 118 Years of 
Its Existence—Business Conducted 
with Some Inconvenience. 


Fire started early yesterday morning 
in the building of the Bank of New York, 
a six-story brownstone structure at Wall 
and William Streets. The bank occupies 
the first story, the basement, and a part 
of the top story. The rest of the building 
is* used ‘for offices. 

The fire was discovered by James Rich- 
ardson, a janitor’s employe, in the office 
of J. H. Chandler, a lawyer, on the third 
story. Smoke filled the halls and stair- 
way, and when four other occupants of the 
building were awakened they found their 
way of escape cut off. They reached the 
street by crawling along a ledge to the 
fire escape on the adjacent building. 

After two alarms had been sent in and 
the top story almost burned out, the flames 


were controlled. The bank vaults in the 
lower stories were deluged. The loss was 
placed at $15,000 by the police, but insur- 
ance men said it would be much larger. 

Business at the bank was continued yes- 
terday, although with considerable incon- 
venience. The east side of the office had 
been damaged by water, and several] desks 
had to be moved to the other side. It. was 
the first fire in the bank's quarters in the 
118 years of its existence. 


INJURED IN A FIRE PANIC. 


A fire which occurred yesterday after- 
noon in the hat factory of the A. H. Par- 
Sons Company, at 93 Nineteenth Street, 
near Third Avenue, South Brooklyn, caused 
a panic among the workers there during 


which two women and a man were injured“ 


by falling from a fire escape. 

The fire started in the rear of the ground 
floor of the factory, Which is a three-story 
brick building. The cries of “ Fire!’ from 
below and the smoke caused the women 
to become panic-Stricken ,although they 
were not in any immediate danger, and 
some of them crowded out upon the fire 
escape. 

While trying to climb down, two of these 
lost their hold and fell to the street. They 
were Elizabeth’ Droll, twenty-nine years 
old, of 210 Bieecker Street, Manhattan, and 
Mrs. J. B. Graham, forty-five years old, of 
217 Seventeenth Street, Brooklyn.  Ber- 
nard Tcney of 1,663 Eighth Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, also feil from the, fire escape while 
trying to aii the women, and was badly 
brulsed. The fire caysed about $10,000

(DR. HERZL’S MISSION 


TO CONSTANTINOPLE 


Secretary of American Zionists 
Deniesgthat It Has Failed. 


Says that Counter Proposais Were Made 
by Turkey, and Negotiations Will 
Likely Be Reopened Soon. 


In discussing the political aspects of the 
Zionist cause, J. De Haas, Secretary of the 
Federation of American Zionists, said at a 
largely attended mass meeting of the Fed- 


eration last night that Dr. Herzl’s mission 


to the Porte had not. failed. He declared 
that it would be possible to reopen nego- 
tiations at any time. 

: The meeting was held in the auditorium 
ff the Educational Alliance, at 197 East 
Broadway, and was to commemorate the 
9th of Ab, the anniversary of the destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem. Among the speakers 
in addition to Mr. De Haas, were Rabbi 
Joseph Friedlander of Beaumont, Texas; 
Rabbi Isidore Myers of San Francisco, and 
Rabbi H. Masliansky, the Zionist orator. 
Mr. De Haas said, in part: 

*‘Early in this year, at the very moment 
Dr. Herzl was negotiating in Constantino- 
ple, the world was stirred with news of the 
rejection by the Sultan of our offers. As 
a matter of fact, Dr. Herzl was accorded a 
most sympathetic reception then, and since 
then the negotiations have been in prog- 
ress, and interviews have been given our 
leader, not limited, I may say, to the ruler 
of Turkey. 

“On the 24th of July Dr. Herzl again 
went to Constantinople at the request of 
the Sublime Porte. You may take it from 
this that he was not sent for to be in- 
formed that his offers had been rejected. 
Indeed, I think I may now say, without 
betraying confidences, that earlier im the 
year the Turkish authorities made such 
overtures to our movement as would have 
been hailed with joy and satisfaction by 
the Zionists and the Jewish people gener- 
ally everywhere, 

“Dr. Herzl, however, stands for the 
movement, and is bound by the programme 
that was laid down in 1897 at the first 
Basle Congress, to wit.: ‘The establish- 
ment of a publicly recognized, legally se- 
cured home in Palestine.’ The concessions 
and charters ask nothing less, and Dr. 
Herzl can accept nothing less, and I be- 
lieve that the majority of us who are ear- 
nestly in this movement are in it, and are 
separated from the old Chovevi Zion be- 
cause we have a definite idea of what we 
want and what we need, and that we rec- 
ognize that it is better, far better, for us 
to wait and obtain our whole loaf than ac- 
Cope pale. 

“ What has happened to us Zionists ts 
this: The Turkish Government has crossed 
our proposals with offers of another kind. 
Did we not feeh strong, did not Dr. Herzl 
know that we can achieve all that we de- 
sire, he might have compromised. But, on 
the contrary, he hag kept to the letter of 
the credentials, which have been given him 
by the Jewish people, and, abating noth- 
ing, he now reports that he has not wholly 
succeeded ip carrying out his commission. 

Without betraying our interests, I can 
say that there is no set-back. We have lost 
no ground whatsoever. We are held at this 
eens in as i esteem at Constanti- 
lopie as We were a fortnight back, and the 
Yildiz Kiosk wiMopen its doors to our rep- 
resentative, Dr. Herzl, as soon as he feels 
inclined to request admission. That is, we 
can renew our negotiations at any moment. 
Without venturing to prophesy, I say that 
we can look forward to an early resumption 


of these pourparlers with the firm assur- 
ance that we shall succeed.” 


LEGAL NOTES. 


EVIDENCE ESTABLISHING A GuIFrT.—Mrs. 
Lizzie Reichert, in filing an account of her 
doings as the administratrix of her hus- 
band, Charles G. Reichert, gave as her 
reason for not including certain jewelry, 
live stock, savings bank accounts, and a 
mortgage in her inventory of the estate 
that such property had been given by Mr. 
Reichert to their daughter as a gift a few 
weeks before his death. Mrs. Reichert was 
the decedent's third wife, and she resided 
with-him and their daughter,, Thadeuse, at 
Huntington, L. I. She said that a few 
weeks before his death Mr. Reichert gave 
her three. bank books, each with a check 
signed in blank, and also a memorandum 
of instructions. He told her to go to the 
banks and have the accounts transferred 
to his daughter. Mr. Reichert stated at the 
end of his memorandum of instructions 
that the money in the banks belonged to 
his daughter ‘“‘ by my last will.” This will 
was written by the decedent himself, and it 
made the same disposition of the property 
in question as: testified to by Mrs. Reichert. 
It, however, lacked proper execution and 
had to be refused probate. The children 
of Mr. Reichert by one of his former mar- 
riages contended that Mrs. Reichert's tes- 
timony was insufficient to establish the 
gifts, in view of the rule that such trans- 
actions are to be subjected to the closest 
scrutiny and the gifts upheld only after 
the clearest prove. Surrogate Petty of Suf- 
tolk County has decided to uphold the gifts, 
and he thinks that Mrs. Reichert’s story, 
taken in connection with the corrobora- 
tive evidence in the handwriting of the de- 
cedent, plainly established a gift. The 
Surrogate says in parte ‘‘ While the courts 
are wont to look upon gifts of this char- 
acter with some suspicion it is apparent 
that the matters testified to by the widow 
would have naturalky occurred only in the 
presence of herself and husband. While 
clear proof is required, theréfore, it mus. 
also be remembered that a great amount 
of evidence will not usually be obtainable. 
Contestant calls attention to the fact that 
the witness is the mother of the alleged 
donee, while the other next of kin are 
children of an earlier marriage. This might 
have some weight were the widow's testi- 
mony without support. In that event the 
court might well hesitate to uphold the 
gift. But here, as in the case of Ridden 
vs. Thrall (125 N. Y. 572) we find corrobo- 
ration in the writings left by the deceased.”’

MERE HAPPENING OF ACCIDENT.—The New 
gersey Court of Errors and Appeals holds, 
in the case of Payntar against the Bridge- 
ton and Millville Traction Company, that 
a mere fall from a street car, without any 
evidence to show how the fall was occa- 
sioned, raises no presumption of negli- 
gence on the part of those operating the 
car. The principal witness for the plaint- 
iff was a Mrs. Carpenter. She testified 
that after the plaintiff had left her seat 
and was going toward the door the car 
stopped. When the plaintiff, as she 
thought, had passed out on to the plat- 
form the car had stopped. After it had 
remained stationary for a long time, Mrs. 
Carpenter heard it asked if some one was 
hurt. On cross-examination she did not 
remember whether the car started again 
until she heard some one say: ‘‘ Are you 
hurt?"" Mrs. Carpenter was sure, how- 
ever, that the car stopped before the 
plaintiff got on the platform. She only 


remembered the car stopping once, and she 
did notSrecall whether the stop was a 
smooth or quick one. She, could not say 
whether there was any jerk, or lurch, or 
jar. ‘*The mere happening of the acci- 
dent,”’ the court said, ‘“‘is not sufficient 
to place legal responsibility for its effects 
upon the defendant. There is no evidence 
upon the part of the plaintiff showing how 
the accident happened. She herself says 
she has no recollection of anything except 
that she was in the act of alighting from 
the car, and the next she knew was some 
one picked her up. There is nothing in 
her testimony, nor in that of her wit- 
nesses, nor in the attendant circum- 
stances, to show how it happened that 
she. fell.” She merely has a belief, a 
thought, a feeling, a seeming to her that 
the car started; but when pressed to say 
whether she remembers any sudden jolt 
or jar, or sudden motion of the car, she 
says: ‘I have no recollection of anything 
except that I was in the act of alighting 
from the car, and the next I knew some 
one picked me up.’ Surely there is no 
proof in this testimony that the fall was 
occasioned by the sudden, ‘or any other, 
starting of the car from a state of rest, or 
by any unusual motion, jar, or jolt of the 
ear which the defendant was called upon 


to explain. =
